MARYLAND 
NEEDS TO MOVE 
FORWARD WITH 
SLOTS 

I appreciated Annapolis 
Mayor Ellen Moyer taking the 
time to address slots legislation 
and the state of the Maryland 
racing industry in the September 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred. While 
she presented some valid points, 


unfortunately many of her argu¬ 
ments were naive at best. 

Her suggestion to capitalize 
on the popularity of Seabiscuit 
and parlay this phenomenon 
into tangible results at Maryland 
race tracks is commendable. 
But to think that this is a viable 
alternative to the potential boost 
provided by slots is obtuse. 

Seabiscuit is capable of provid¬ 
ing a slight, temporary “bump" 
to racing nationwide and there's 
absolutely nothing wrong with 
that. It's a great thing. But as 
Mayor Moyer waxed poetic 
about the virtues of Maryland 
racing history and our part in the 
great Seabiscuit story, I thought 
I heard strains of Kumbaya in the 
background. Welcome to the 
year 2003, Mayor Moyer, where 
we have competition on every 
border and a couple (soon to 
be several) neighbors that boast 
slots. As the good mayor bashed 
the concept of slots as empo¬ 
riums that do litde to promote 
racing, it quickly became evi¬ 
dent that she has never been to 
Charles Town. This is quite inter¬ 
esting. Based on the percentage 
of Maryland license plates in the 
Charles Town parking lot, she 
may be the only Marylander not 
frequenting the West Virginia 
track. Charles Town is a model 
for Maryland to emulate—yes, 
they are putting slots in every 


available square foot of the 
joint. The slot machines are 
packed with patrons, but the 
good news is that trackside is 
hopping too. Slots saved Charles 
Town racing from extinction and 
the track is thriving like never 
before. Thanks to slots, they're 
enjoying tremendous purses, a 
renovated grandstand, revamped 
infrastructure, an upgraded 
backstretch, large crowds every 
weekend and a booming local 
economy to boot It is a show- 
place they can brag about. 

Mayor Moyer attacked the 
first slots bill submitted to the 
legislature last year, highlighting 
numerous flaws. My only com¬ 
ment to that is—well, so what? 
When does a first version of 
any bill ever go forward? There 
was plenty of opportunity to fix 
it, but certain parties were hell 
bent on killing this legislation at 
all costs for purely partisan rea¬ 
sons, at the complete expense of 
Maryland racing and Maryland 
citizens as a whole. 

House Speaker Michael 
Busch spearheaded the defeat 
of slots legislation and he was 
evidendy quite proud of his par¬ 
tisan accomplishment, compar¬ 
ing the slots defeat to his college 
football days. He indicated that 
his effort against slots reminded 
him of the time he ran the ball 
38 times against Bucknell for a 


13 to 8 victory in the mud. Well, 
this time he ran the ball 38 times 
for Delaware, West Virginia and 
Pennsylvania against Maryland. 
The final score this time is untold 
billions of dollars to 0. He must 
be so proud. 

If I lived in a neighboring 
state, I'd be first in line to ask 
how I could help with his re- 
election campaign. Although 
Busch now seems to be vacillat¬ 
ing on the slots issue, his focus 
on resort destinations and the 
State Fairgrounds makes it abun¬ 
dantly clear that he's not looking 
to create a boon at the Maryland 
tracks, as Charles Town (Penn 
National Gaming) has so capa¬ 
bly done. 

Again, I applaud Mayor 
Moyer for her interest and obvi¬ 
ous good intentions, but the 
fact remains that Maryland does 
need slots to reassert itself as a 
serious force in the horse racing 
industry. Unfortunately, until 
individuals in the state legislature 
stop sulking about the results 
of the last gubernatorial elec¬ 
tion and clearly understand that 
the electorate is “pro-slots," the 
Maryland racing industry will 
continue to decline. . . and the 
future of these state legislators 
will need to be closely examined 
by the voters of Maryland.

MARYLAND 

Howard and 
Sondra Bender 

Howard and Sondra Bender 
won the Thoroughbred Owners 
and Breeders Association 
Award for Maryland for the 
second year in a row, and also 
were named top owners in the 
Eastern region. 

Those honors came as the 
result of a stellar 2002 season in 
which they were represented as 
breeders by nine stakes winners 
who won a total of 13 stakes. 

Seven homebreds carried 
the Bender colors to stakes 
victories in 2002, with the 
standouts including graded 
winner Secret River (All Along 
S-G3) and La Reine’s Terms, 
who captured five added- 
money races, including the 
NTRA Great State Challenge 
Turf and Maryland Million 
Turf, and was named Maryland- 
bred champion older male and 
turf horse. The Benders also 
won stakes with Boca Flyer, 
Buenos Dias, Certantee, Cruise 
Along and Foufa’s Warrior 
(hero of the Maryland Juvenile 
Championship Stakes). They 
bred, but did not race, 2002 
added-money winners Full 
Brush and He’s a Knockout. 

The Benders have been 
involved in racing for nearly 
20 years, and maintain about 
20 broodmares at their Glade 
Valley Farms in Frederick, Md. 
Contributing to the success of 
their operation are their private 
trainer and farm manager Larry 
Murray, racing manager Deepak 
Ohri and farm supervisor Mike 

Figgins. 

NEW JERSEY 

Carolyn Sleeter 

Carolyn Sleeter, along with 
her husband Gerald and son 


Kevin, is a mainstay of the 
New Jersey Thoroughbred 
breeding industry. The Sleeters 
have bred, owned and trained 
horses in New Jersey since 
1967. Eleven horses bred in the 
name of Carolyn Sleeter found 
their way to the winner’s circle 
in 2002, earning $578,344 in 
their home state. 

Two Sleeter homebreds 
reigned as 2002 New Jersey-bred 
champions: Summer Swing, 
named champion sprinter, 
won three stakes at Monmouth 
and placed in three additional 
added-money events, and Kaw 
Liga Sioux earned honors as 
champion 2-year-old male 
with his victory in the New 
Jersey Futurity. Sleeter runners 
finished one-two in the 2002 
Futurity, with Kaw Liga Sioux 
edging stablemate Something 
Smith. 

Many of the Sleeter horses 
trace to the late sires Better 
Arbitor and Northern Idol, 
each of whom had a remarkably 
successful stud career at Sleeter 
Farm in Clementon, N.J. 

VIRGINIA 

Audley Farm 

Audley Farm has a long 
tradition of producing top- 
quality runners that typically is 
furthered each year by a solid 
corps of stakes winners, most 
of them sold as yearlings at 
public auction. In 2002, Audley 
was represented as a breeder by 
three stakes winners, topped by 
Grade 1 winner and millionaire 
Mandy’s Gold. 

Mandy’s Gold (by Gilded 
Time) won or placed in nine 
stakes in 2002, including a vic¬ 
tory in the Grade 1 Ruffian 
Handicap, for season’s earnings 
of $715,404, and was named 
Virginia-bred horse of the 
year. Her dam, Manduria (by 


Aloma’s Ruler) was Virginia’s 
2002 broodmare of the year. 

Audley’s trio also included 
Eagleton, a two-time stakes 
winner in 2002 who pushed 
his career earnings to $691,248, 
and Litde Miss Pamela. 

Audley, owned by members 
of the von Baumbach fam¬ 
ily, who live in Germany, and 
managed by Jens von Lepel, 
dates back more than 250 
years. It was home to George 
Washington’s adopted daughter 
Nellie Custis and became a top 
Thoroughbred establishment 
under the ownership of B.B. 
and Montfort Jones, who stood 
Triple Crown winner Sir Barton 
at Audley and ranked among 
the nation’s leading breeder/ 
owners of the 1920s and ’30s. 

Audley previously was hon¬ 
ored with TOBA Awards in 
1995 and 1997. 

SOUTH 

CAROLINA 

F.R. (Bobby) 
Nelson 

F.R. (Bobby) Nelson has 
been named South Carolina’s 
leading breeder for two years 
running, thanks to the exploits 
of stakes winner American 
Prince, who was runner-up in 
the 2002 DTHA Owners’ Day 
Handicap at Delaware Park. 

American Prince, one of the 
top South Carolina-breds of 
recent years, was produced by 
Nelson’s good homebred mare 
Raise a Prince (by Raise a Bid), 
who won or placed in eight 
stakes in the early 1990s. 

Nelson, who maintains a 75- 
acre farm near Waterboro, S.C., 
has been in the Thoroughbred 
business since the early 1980s 
and was honored twice in the 
1990s with a TOBA award. 


STALLION 
STATISTICS 
FOR 2003 

M aryland remains far 
and away the leading 
Thoroughbred foal-siring 
state in the Mid-Adantic region, 
according to 2003 statistics 
released by The Jockey Club. 

While cautioning that live 
foal reports are only about 90 
percent complete, The Jockey 
Club announced that matings 
by North American stallions 
resulted in 35,588 foals in 2003. 

Of that total, 2,706 (7.6 
percent) were conceived in 
the eight-state Mid-Atlantic 
region covered in Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred.

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MARYLAND STALLION 
STATION: A GRAND 
VISION TAKES SHAPE 


A new, major stallion opera¬ 
tion—to be known as 
Maryland Stallion Station— 
is taking shape in Maryland. 

It will be located on 100 acres 
of land that once was part of 
Sagamore Farm in Glyndon. 

Nearly 30 investors, many of 
them new to the Thoroughbred 
business, have provided the 
financial backing for the proj¬ 
ect, said Don Litz, the longtime 
Maryland breeder/owner and 
bloodstock agent who is founder 
and president of Maryland 


Stallion Station. Lane’s End Farm 
in Kentucky has worked in close 
association on the establishment 
of the facility. Additional general 
partners are Baltimore financiers 
Herb May and David DiPietro. 

Blackburn Architects of 
Washington, D.C., has been 
contracted to design the barns, 
which will be modeled after 
those at Lane’s End. 

Ground-breaking on a 10- 
stall stallion barn and separate 
breeding shed is expected this 
fall, but the facilities will not be 


ready for use during the 2004 
breeding season. 

Maryland Stallion Station 
has acquired five horses who 
will stand at Shamrock Farms in 
Woodbine (Md.) in 2004: 

+ Eastern Echo (Damascus— 
Wild Applause, by Northern 
Dancer), who moved to 
Shamrock for the 2002 
breeding season and ranks 
among the state’s top sires. 

+ Jazz Club (Dixieland Band 
—Hidden Garden, by Mr 
Prospector), who entered 
stud at Shamrock in 2002. 

+ Outflanker (Danzig—Las¬ 
sie’s Lady, by Alydar), a 
proven sire from the family 
of A.P. Indy, to move from 
Florida for the 2004 breeding 
season. 

+ Rock Slide (A.P. Indy— 
Prospectors Delite, by Mr. 
Prospector), to enter stud in 


2004 as a stakes winner and 
graded stakes-placed earner 
of $442,500. Rock Slide is a 
full brother to 2003 horse of 
the year candidate Mineshaft 
and additional Grade 1-win¬ 
ning millionaire Tomisue’s 
Delight, and half-brother to 
stakes winners Delta Music 
and Monashee Mountain. 

+ Seeking Daylight (Seeking 
the Gold—Play all Day, by 
Steady Growth), winner of 
last year’s Grade 2 Brooklyn 
Handicap and $244,710, 
to stand his first season in 
2004. Seeking Daylight, a 
half-brother to two stakes 
winners, is from the family 
of champions Izvestia and 
With Approval and classic 
winner Touch Gold. 

Jim Steele, manager of Sham¬ 
rock Farms, will supervise the 
breeding operation at Maryland 
Stallion Station.

H oratius didn’t fade into the 
background at Thornmar 
farm in Chestertown, 
Md., when he stopped breeding 
mares after the 2001 season. 

“He’s still king of the farm,” 
says Cynthia McGinnes, who 
with her husband Charles 
owns and operates Thornmar. 
“Horatius knows where every 
horse is on this farm, and he 
tells us if something is not quite 
right. We listen to him. He has 
a special whinny that tells us 
something is going on.” 

One of Maryland’s all-time 
leading sires, Horatius—now 
28—stood 21 seasons at Thorn¬ 
mar and sired the likes of 1989 
sprint champion Safely Kept, 
Maryland Million Classic win¬ 
ners Algar and Forry Cow 
How and Preakness runner-up 
Oliver’s Twist. 

But bread-and-butter per¬ 
formers were his stock in trade. 
For decades his offspring have 
helped fill the daily racing 


cards—and winner’s circle—at 
Maryland tracks. Through Octo¬ 
ber 1, 2003, Horatius is rep¬ 
resented by 716 named foals, 
including 580 starters, and 460 
winners. His ratio of winners to 
starters is a lofty 79 percent. 

Horatius’s career progeny 
earnings total more than $25.5 
million. 

Soundness, durability and 
an even temperament—traits 
that Horatius passed along to 
many of his foals—were hall¬ 
marks of his own racing career. 
A son of Proudest Roman and 
the Cohoes mare True Charm, 
Horatius won 18 of 54 starts, 
earning $383,899. Campaigned 
by Dr. Philip J. Torsney, an 
allergist in Red Bank, N.J., the 
chestnut accounted for seven 
stakes wins, including the 
Grade 3 Riggs Handicap. 

Torsney and the McGin- 
neses became acquainted 
when Horatius was nearing 
the end of his racing career. 


The McGinneses, attempting 
to sell a broodmare, placed an 
advertisment in The Blood-Horse 
and Torsney responded. 

Upon the McGinneses’ 
suggestion, Horatius was syn¬ 
dicated to stand Thornmar, 
with Torsney retaining a major 
interest. 

Horatius gave up his stud 
duties not of his own voli¬ 
tion, according to Cynthia 
McGinnes. “He’d like to breed 
mares, but he can’t bear a lot 
of weight on his hind legs 
anymore. His hips aren’t strong 
enough.” 

Added McGinnes: “Horatius 
doesn’t look a day over 20. He 
prefers to be outside, and he’s 
out in the paddock all the time, 
except when the weather is too 
hot or the ground is slippery. 
He looks like he could go on 
like this for four or five more 
years. Then again, he could 
drop over tomorrow—and he’d 
have been happy until the day 
he died.”

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BILL ALBRIGHT: FARM MANAGER, 
TRAINER WAS AMONG THE BEST 


W illiam R. (Bill) Albright, 
one of the region’s 
most esteemed horse¬ 
men, died September 17 at 
age 72. 

Mr. Albright retired from 
the horse business in 1990, 
and for several years operated 
a sailboat business in Florida. 
But up to that time he had 
made his entire career with 
Corbett Farm (previously 
known as Stymie Manor), in 
Monkton, Md. 

An on-track trainer as 
well as farm manager, Mr. 
Albright went to work on the 
farm at age 16, a year after its 
purchase (in 1946) by Hall of 
Fame trainer Hirsch Jacobs. 
Except for two years he spent 
in the Army (with occupation 
forces in Germany following 
World War II) and a brief 
stint as an outrider at the old 
Cumberland race track, Mr. 
Albright maintained a seven- 
day-a-week presence for more 
than 40 years. 

Jacobs named the property 
after his signature campaigner 
Stymie, whom he claimed for 
$1,500 and sent out to win 
25 major stakes and earn over 
$900,000 in the 1940s. For 
nearly 25 years, until his death 
in 1970, Jacobs used Stymie 
Manor as a place to raise his 
young horses and prepare 
them for the track. An absen¬ 
tee owner, Jacobs visited the 
farm only three or four times 
a year, and beginning in about 
1956 Albright ran the day-to- 
day operation. 

The champions Affection¬ 
ately, Hail to Reason and 


Personality (a son of Affection¬ 
ately) came up under Albright’s 
care, as did many other top run¬ 
ners bred and owned by Jacobs 
and his partner Isidor Bieber. 

“Most of the time you 
couldn’t predict ahead of time 
who was going to make it big,” 
Mr. Albright said in a 1988 inter¬ 
view with The Maryland Horse. 
“They all had the pedigrees, and 
there were always good ones 
coming every year.” 


Mr. Albright also had some 
success as a breeder in his own 
right. With partner Bill Walker, 
he bred and raced stakes winner 
and Grade 1-placed Lady of 
Promise. 

Stymie Manor was operated 
by Jacobs’s heirs from 1970 to 
1982, when it was bought by a 
group of local horsepeople and 
renamed Corbett Farm. Current 
owner Lehr Jackson purchased 
the property in 1988.

Peter H. Shannon Jr., one of 
New Jersey’s most prominent 
owners of the past several 
decades, died on August 16.

with Monmouth Park’s Virgil

Bonnet, who captured Mon¬ 
mouth Park’s Personal Ensign 
and Lady’s Secret Stakes.

Maryland Stallion 
Station has all 
the elements of a 
dream come true 


S ome people just never give up. In fact, giving up has never 
seemed to be an option for Maryland bloodstock agent and 
owner/breeder Don Litz. For nearly as long as I’ve worked at 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred and its predecessor The Maryland Horse (and 
that’s nearing two decades), Don has called at polite intervals to 
report on his progress toward his unrelenting dream of revitalizing 
Sagamore Farm. 

SAGAMORE. Don utters the word with reverence. Lest the late 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s one-time showplace fade from the landscape, 
or from people’s memories, Don utters the word a lot. And obviously 
he has been speaking to the right people—because Don Lite’s dream, 
or something very close to it, appears finally to be on the verge of 
coming true. 

The Maryland Stallion Station, an ambitious new venture publicly 
announced last month, will be constructed adjacent to Sagamore in 
Maryland’s Worthington Valley, and part of it will sit on land that 
once formed the core of Native Dancer’s homeplace. In other words, 
it’s as close as you can get without the deed to Sagamore (which 
owner Jim Ward is presently not interested in turning over). 

Side-by-side, Maryland’s newest major Thoroughbred establish¬ 
ment (construction to begin in late 2003) and one of its oldest will 
trade on each other’s glory. 

And the Maryland Stallion Station will be a glorious undertaking, 
if current plans are any indication. Along with its historic link, the 
new farm has working ties to one of the most forward-thinking enter¬ 
prises in the Thoroughbred world—Lane’s End in Versailles, Ky. 

In what may turn out to be the most elaborate marketing venture 
ever undertaken by a Kentucky farm in the Mid-Adantic region, 
Lane’s End is sending stallions this way, in a major way. (See Stallion 
news on page 66.) Heading the roster for 2004 is Rock Slide (by Mr. 
Prospector), a multiple stakes-winning full brother to leading horse of 
the year contender Mineshaft. 

Rock Slide will stand for a $7,500 fee—a bargain compared to the 
$100,000 Mineshaft will command at Lane’s End next season. 

Maryland’s stallion ranks will swell with two additional Maryland 
Stallion Station horses in 2004: the proven sire Outflanker (by 
Danzig), who is moving from Flroida; and Brooklyn Handicap-G2 
winner Seeking Daylight (by Seeking the Gold), who is entering stud 
next season. 

Two stallions who stood at Shamrock Farms in Woodbine, Md., 
the past two seasons—Eastern Echo (sire of 2003 Santa Anita 
Derby-Gl winner Buddy Gil) and Dixieland Band’s young son Jazz 
Club—complete the Maryland Stallion Station lineup for 2004. 

All five horses will stand at Shamrock next season, while the 
Maryland Stallion Station facilities are under construction. 

When complete, the new Maryland Stallion Station is expected 
to look like a scaled-down version of Lane’s End. The architect 
responsible for Lane’s End’s palatial stables, Washington, D.C.-based 
Blackburn Architects, is preparing the design for a 10-stall stallion 
barn and separate breeding shed. 

Part of Lite’s design, all along, has been to share his dream with 
others. Operating the new facility strictly as a stallion operation, and 
offering no broodmare boarding, will allow other farms in the area to 
bolster their businesses, explains Lite. 

Lite is also deservedly proud of the group of investors, numbering 
about 30, that he has assembled for the project. About half report¬ 
edly are new to the horse business, including the two other principals, 
Baltimore investment bankers Herb May and David DiPietro. 

It could be a dream about to come true not only for Lite, but for 
a lot of people in Maryland and the entire Mid-Atlantic region. ^

BREEDERS' CUP, MARYLAND MILLION NOMINATED 
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After decades of decay, Glen Riddle 
Farm in Berlin, Md., the once-lavish 
establishment of Man o’ War’s 
owner Samuel D. Riddle, is soon 
to become the site of an upscale 
residential development.

T he long-abandoned Glen 
Riddle Farm in Worcester 
County, Md., is one of 
the most important unmarked 
equine historical sites in the 
nation. 

Here on Maryland's Eastern 
Shore more than 80 years ago, 
Man o' War learned to run and 
his most famous son, Triple 
Crown winner War Admiral, 
also trained. 

History will be swept aside 
over the next few years, how¬ 
ever, as the landscape is trans¬ 
formed from a once-flourishing 
horse farm to a luxury gated 
community of 650 single-family 
homes and condominiums built 
by Texas-based Centex Homes. 

"When you say Glen Riddle, 
you're talking about what was the 
number one farm in Maryland, 
which was followed by number 
two, Alfred Vanderbilt's Saga¬ 
more Farm. Those places mean 
something to people," said for¬ 
mer Pimlico general manager and 
lifelong racing participant Chick 
Lang, himself an Eastern Shore 
resident. "What they're develop¬ 
ing here is hallowed ground." 

Samuel Doyle Riddle, a Phila¬ 
delphia textile manufacturer and 
turfman, purchased the sprawl¬ 
ing Eastern Shore farm that once 
encompassed some 17,000 acres, 
in 1915. He thought the “salt 
air breezes and blue grass of 
Worcester County" would prove 
beneficial to his Thoroughbred 
racing stock. 

When visiting his farm, Rid¬ 
dle stayed in the 13-room white 
colonial frame house that had 
been built in 1869 and featured 
eight master bedrooms and seven 
baths. Its rooms were furnished 
with antique Hepplewhite and 
Sheraton furniture, rare leather- 
bound books, paintings and 
ship models. A six-car garage 
and dormitory with 10 rooms 
provided living accommoda¬ 
tions for 25 jockeys. Stables had 
room for 60 horses. 

Holly Grove Road, a dusty 
lane across from the farm, 
led to a nearby Pennsylvania 
Railroad siding where Riddle's 
Thoroughbreds traveled aboard 
specially outfitted horse cars to 
and from Glen Riddle. 

It was here at Glen Riddle 
that its owner enjoyed hunting 


foxes and raccoons with guests 
and at day's end slaked their 
thirst with glistening silver cups 
of perfecdy concocted mint 
juleps. 

Riddle was born in 1861 at 
Glen Riddle, Pa., near Media, 
and grew up on his father's 
6,000-acre farm, also named 
Glen Riddle, after the family's 
ancestral home in Scodand. 


His father, Samuel Riddle, 
later a successful textile manufac¬ 
turer, had arrived in Philadelphia 
as a penniless immigrant from 
Belfast, Ireland, and established 
the Glen Riddle Mills in 1842 in 
Delaware County, Pa. 

The younger Riddle gradu¬ 
ated from the Pennsylvania 
Military Academy in 1879, and 
married Elizabeth Dobson, also 


the daughter of a textile manu¬ 
facturer, in 1883. The couple had 
no children. 

He entered his father's busi¬ 
ness as a young man, eventu¬ 
ally becoming president of the 
Riddle Company. 

He believed that “one had to 
be trained to run a business, to 
run a government and equally so, 
one had to be trained to handle 
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horses,” said a 1940 Associated 
Press profile. 

The epitome of Philadelphia 
blue blood society, Riddle cer¬ 
tainly looked and dressed the 
part. 

He was a handsome man 
whose name regularly appeared 
on the country's best-dressed 
lists. A carefully trimmed mous¬ 
tache defined his face with a 


full head of white hair combed 
straight back from his forehead. 
He favored high starched collars 
and carefully knotted cravats, 
which complemented his con¬ 
servative suits. Thoughtful, yet 
piercing, eyes seemingly glowed 
from behind rimless gold spec¬ 
tacles. 

While he was active in local 
civic affairs and business, it 


was the breeding of horses and 
hounds that seemed to define his 
life. He counted among his many 
acquaintances President Calvin 
Coolidge with whom “I used to 
talk horses.” 

“Riddle grew up in the atmo¬ 
sphere of the foxhunting coun¬ 
try of Delaware and Chester 
counties in Pennsylvania. Ela¬ 
borate stables and fine paddocks 


with blooded horses were a 
tradition of his home,” said the 
AP profile. “He was a fine judge 
of horses—show, hunters and 
race—and a thorough student 
of breeding and training.” 

Fame came to Riddle in 1918 
with the purchase of Man o' 
War, a son of August Belmont 
II's good runner Fair Play out 
of Mahubah (by 1903 English 
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Samuel D. Riddle (1861-1951) holds an indelible place in history as the owner of 
Man o’ War (below), considered by many to be the best race horse of all time.

Sand), from Belmont for $5,000 
at the Saratoga sales. 

‘‘You’ll hear 50 persons tell 
how they influenced me to buy 
him,” Riddle once confided, “but 
don’t believe them, I’ll tell you. 
When August Belmont—the 
greatest man of the American 
turf—was selling his yearlings, 
I went down to the stalls for a 
look. Red was last in the line 
and I noticed he wasn’t brushed 
and made ready like the others. I 
said to the groom, ‘Mr. Belmont 
must have set this fellow aside?’ 
and when Red poked his big 
head through the door my heart 
skipped a little. . . you see, I rode 
once, and I’ve trained. I know 
them, if I do say it.” 

Man o’ War, who stood 16/4 
hands and had a stride of 25 to 
27 feet, raced for only two years, 
1919 and 1920, and in that brief 


but spectacular time won 20 of 
21 races, set five American and 
world track records and earned 
$249,465. 

On a cold January 25, 1921, 
Man o’ War left Glen Riddle for 
the last time. Retired from rac¬ 
ing, he stood at Riddle’s Faraway 
Farm in Lexington, Ky., where 
he spent the remainder of his 
days siring 380 foals—64 of 
whom (a remarkable 17 per¬ 
cent)—won stakes. He was the 
nation’s leading sire in 1926. 

Man o’ War’s progeny, the 
majority of whom were raised 
and trained at Glen Riddle 
Farm, included Crusader, who 
won the Belmont Stakes and 
two runnings of the prestigious 
Suburban Handicap; War Relic 
(also to have profound influence 
as a sire); and American Flag. 

But the one most often men¬ 
tioned in the same breath as his 
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sire is War Admiral. Riddle's first 
and only Kentucky Derby starter, 
War Admiral reigned undefeated 
as a 3-year-old in 1937 and has 
gained newfound fame as the 
antagonist to the title hero in this 
year's box office hit Seabiscuit. 

The glory years at Glen Riddle 
ended all too soon, however. 

Man o' War died in 1947, 
and less than four years later, on 
January 8, 1951, Riddle passed 
away at his home in Pennsylvania. 
He was 89. Both Glen Riddle 
and Faraway Farm passed to 
Walter Jeffords Sr., Riddle's busi¬ 
ness partner and husband of his 
wife's niece. Title to the prop¬ 
erty would remain with Jeffords's 
heirs until the sale, a few years 
ago, to developers. 

Glen Riddle's mansion burned 
in 1969, and the farm began a 
slow slide toward overgrown 
decay. Its weed-grown crum¬ 
bling roadside presence became 
a monument to better days. 

“The passing of time has 
robbed the Riddle Farm, close 
by Ocean City, of its grand luster 
of yesteryear, since there's litde 
evidence that a training facility 
of major proportion ever existed 
here," wrote the Baltimore Sun’s 
late John Steadman after a 1997 
visit. “But the history books 
can't diminish the achievements 
of Man o' War, the preeminent 
runner of all time." 

Today, plans for the 972- 
acre farm with its faded yellow 
and green roofed barns and 
weed-choked mile training oval 
—located several miles west of 
Ocean City on Route 50 adjacent 
to Ocean Downs Racetrack— 
include two 18-hole golf courses 
named for Man o' War and War 
Admiral. 

The developer, seeking to 
preserve some of the character 
of the original site, plans to 
restore the original training barn 
into a golf clubhouse. Where 
horses once stood, a fitness cen¬ 
ter, an outdoor swimming pool, 
a whirlpool and sauna will take 
their place. Residents will also 
have access to a business center, 
library, billiards room, arts-and- 
craft studios, sports lounge and 
card room. 

A 96-slip marina will give 
boaters access to Turville and 
Herring creeks while tennis 
players have their choice of 
two courts. Prices range from 
$450,000 to $1 million for the

2,600 to 4,800-square foot 
homes. Completion of the first 
group of homes is slated for next 
fall while the project is expected 
to be totally finished by 2006. 

“GlenRiddle is the choice 
of champions,” boasts Centex’s 
Web site. The former Glen 
Riddle Farm has been renamed 
GlenRiddle by the developer. 


Even though work on the 
construction phases of the 
project began in August, it has 
not been without controversy. 
Over the last decade or so, the 
proposed development has pit¬ 
ted preservationists and envi¬ 
ronmentalists against county 
and state officials who have been 
criticized for not doing enough 


to preserve the unique historic 
and environmental heritage that 
Glen Riddle represented. 

A land use agreement finally 
approved by Worcester County 
Commissioners in 2002 required 
a 100-foot setback for waterfront 
lots, a key factor of the Atlantic 
Coastal Bays Critical Areas Act, 
which will affect 85 percent 


of the 650 homes, while the 
remaining 15 percent must be 
no closer than 50 feet from the 
water’s edge. 

The waterfront site, of which 
some 600 acres is forested, is 
also home to endangered plant 
species, several rare birds and 
amphibian species, advised David 
Blazer, executive director of the 
Maryland Coastal Bays Program. 

The loss of 16 acres of 
irreplaceable wetlands remains 
an ongoing concern for environ¬ 
mentalists. “That forest was 
probably one of the best habi¬ 
tats for birds and animals in this 
region. Now it’s chopped up and 
doesn’t function as effectively as 
it did before,” said Blazer in a 
recent interview with the Daily 
Times in Salisbury, Md. 

The developer is not immune 
to these concerns, noted a Cen¬ 
tex representative who stated 
that homes are being built on 
only approximately 300 acres 
within the 972-acre site, leaving 
“hundreds of acres of open 
space, forest preserve and tidal 
wedands.” 

Erin M. Fitzsimmons, a 
lawyer and former Ocean City 
councilwoman, has been a strong 
advocate and watchdog since the 
early 1990s of Glen Riddle’s 
environmental fate. 

“I look at it from the envi¬ 
ronmental side—it’s one of the 
last pristine pieces of land in the 
Mid-Atlantic intercoastal flyway. 
It is a habitat and we worry 
about the impact the develop¬ 
ment will have on the ecosystem 
of the creeks and coastal bays,” 
she said. 

Fitzsimmons believes prog¬ 
ress must be monitored. “The 
development of Glen Riddle 
means changes for our com¬ 
munity. It’ll be different now. 
Growth always means change,” 
she said. 

Added Fitzsimmons: “Every¬ 
one has a story about what the 
locals call the ‘Riddle Farm.’ 
Older residents have many fond 
memories about going out there 
when they were kids and watch¬ 
ing the horses.” 

John Bozman is a reporter 
for the Ocean Pines Independent , 
and has written widely about 
the history and development of 
Glen Riddle. 

“What’s happening there is 
affecting the whole area. For 
historical purposes, I think Man 
o’ War should be remembered 
for more than being a name on 
a golf course,” he said. ^

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M onmouth Park, which 
concluded its successful 
92-day 2003 meeting on 
September 28, embodies the soul 
of Thoroughbred racing in New 
Jersey, accommodating every 
taste from the crisply starched 
crowd in the luxurious parterre 
boxes to fans flipping burgers in 
umbrella-shaded picnic grounds. 

Summer racing on the Jersey 
shore restores faith in the future 
of the game for even the most 
cynical observer. All the demo¬ 
graphic segments that have 
supposedly abandoned racing— 
women, families with young chil¬ 
dren, teenagers on dates—can be 
found at Monmouth. 

But more and more, Mon¬ 
mouth stands isolated. The state 
once had four Thoroughbred 
tracks: Monmouth, the Meadow- 
lands, Adantic City and Garden 
State. 


Garden State no longer exists. 
Adandc City lingers on life sup¬ 
port, racing only a handful of all¬ 
turf programs before a decaying 
grandstand. The Meadowlands, 
home to the world’s most 
successful Standardbred rac¬ 
ing, will offer only 28 days 
of Thoroughbred racing this 
year, its once-glittering stakes 
schedule shredded. Last year’s 
Meadowlands product so embar¬ 
rassed management that it pub¬ 
lished a public apology during 
the final stages of the meet. 


Monmouth’s ever-popular 
summer meet belies the 
turmoil and declining 
fortunes within the state’s 
once-prosperous industry.

Those developments have 
thrust Monmouth into the role 
of savior and last resort for New 
Jersey’s Thoroughbred owners 
and horsemen. The state that 
hosted over 300 Thoroughbred 
dates a decade ago now relies on 
a single summer venue to carry 
the load. 

“We will never again have 
year-round racing,” said Bob 
Kulina, vice-president/Thor- 
oughbred racing for the New 
Jersey Sports and Exposition 
Authority (NJSEA), the state 
agency that owns Monmouth 
and Meadowlands. “So we have 
to figure how out to divide the 
number of days into the rev¬ 
enue stream to make it attractive 
enough so horsemen will spend 
a portion of their year with us. 


“If it’s four months, five 
months, six months, those 
are the issues that have to be 
solved.” 

The seemingly endless fights 
over purse levels and length of 
schedule reflect the continuing 
fallout from the implosion of 
the Thoroughbred circuit. The 
batdes also reflect the struggle 
for control of Monmouth. 


THE BACKGROUND 

T he NJSEA hammered out 
a historic agreement with 
Atlantic City race course in 
the fall of 1983 that ushered in 
the simulcasting era. 

The Meadowlands agreed to 
send its signal to Atlantic City, 
creating the model that became 
a national standard. 

The pact faced a legal chal¬ 
lenge in New Jersey State 
Supreme Court in 1985 and was 
suspended until voters approved 
the measure in a statewide refer¬ 
endum that November. 

Despite the legal obstacle, 
New Jersey was clearly on rac¬ 
ing’s cutting edge with respect 
to emerging technologies. The 
little state with an avid base of 
horseplayers set the pace for the 
future. 

Twenty years later, Newjersey 
finds itself lagging sadly behind 
rival states in the Mid-Atlantic 
region that have bounded ahead 
with alternative gaming such as 
slots and their close cousins, 
VLTs. Regional states also offer 
their bettors the convenience of 
off-track and telephone account 
wagering, while New Jersey 
quaintly clings to the concept of 
selling on-site bets. 

Meanwhile, the NJSEA aggres¬ 
sively exports races to simulcast 
outlets across North America, 
but the profit margin is low on 
the 3 percent commission that the 
tracks split with the horsemen. 

Revenue—and it amounts to 
approximately $25 million annu¬ 
ally at Monmouth and Meadow¬ 
lands, combined—derives largely 
from bets on live and simulcast 
races within those two facilities. 
That lone revenue stream is the 
primary source of the purse

money Monmouth needs to 
remain competitive. 

How much longer can that 
continue? Slots are already a real¬ 
ity in Delaware and West Virginia 
and could arrive in New York, 
Pennsylvania and Maryland in 
2004. The prospect of increased 
competition sends a chill through 
New Jersey racing. 

Phone wagering and off-track 
betting gained legislative approv¬ 
al in New Jersey in 2001—three 
years after a statewide voter ref¬ 
erendum cleared a constitutional 
barrier. However, nothing has 
been implemented, due to wran¬ 
gling over revenue splits and 
control of the off-track wagering 
facilities. 

The state's race tracks finally 
submitted the “master partici¬ 
pation agreement" to the New 
Jersey Racing Commission at its 
September 2003 meeting. The 
agreement, mandated by the 
phone betting and OTB legisla¬ 
tion, was a critical step on the 
road to implementation. 

Under the agreement, the 
NJSEA will get nine parlors at 
unspecified sites in the northern 
part of the state. 

Best case scenarios have 
phone betting coming on line 
early next year with an optimistic 


projection of late 2004 for the 
first OTB parlor. 

While welcome as a potential 
source of enhanced revenue, the 
dollar trickle will be minimal at 
the start. 

“There could be some phone 
bet revenues that could enhance 
purses," the NJSEA's senior vice¬ 
president/racing Bruce Garland 
said of the 2004 estimates. “It 
is unlikely, even if there was off¬ 
track wagering next year, that it 
would have a big impact." 


The failure to move quicker 
has cost the industry millions 
of dollars. 

“A lot of people are very 
upset and frustrated by whafs 
happened," said Sam Fieramosca, 
a leading breeder in New Jersey 
and the winner of Monmouth's 
2002 Buddy Raines Distinguished 
Achievement Award. “It's tragic 
and scandalous that we continue 
to wait for this help." 

“We need help," said Dennis 
Drazin, the legislative counsel 
and lead negotiator for the 
New Jersey Thoroughbred 
Horsemen's Association. “We 
have the specter of New York 
getting their slots and their purs- 
_ es could be $600,000 to $800,000 
| [a day]. We have the probability 
s that Pennsylvania gets something 
passed and could have their slots 
open by next summer. The 
specter of purses at $400,000 
to $450,000 does not command 
a lot of hope for New Jersey 
racing absent something the 
administration comes up with to 
increase our revenue stream."

™|™he NJSEA started with 
I a simple premise back in 
I 1971: build a football stadi¬ 
um (Giants Stadium) and a race 
track (the Meadowlands, which 
opened in 1976) and let profits 
from the track pay the bills. 

The scheme worked, perhaps 
too well. Politicians turned the 
NJSEA into a piggybank ripe for 
raiding to fund a variety of proj¬ 


ects ranging from Continental 
Airlines Arena to a glut of con¬ 
vention centers. 

Racing remained the financial 
cornerstone, the one consistently 
profitable division, as the bloated 
NJSEA hemorrhaged money 
and needed state subsidies to 
remain afloat. 

Governor James McGreevey 
made the NJSEA an immediate 
target at the start of his admin¬ 
istration in 2002. He appointed 
businessman George Zoffinger 
president of the NJSEA, with a 
mandate to cut the agency down 
in size. 

Zoffinger implemented lay¬ 
offs ranging from high-ranking 
executives down to floor sweep¬ 
ers. The effects have rippled 
through the race tracks, where 
customer service and mainte¬ 
nance staffs are trimmed to the 
bone. 

Zoffinger went a step farther, 
suggesting the time had come for 
the NJSEA to divest its racing 
properties. He argued that racing 
needs alternative gaming support 
to keep purses competitive, but 
the NJSEA lacks the political 
muscle to take on the powerful 
Adantic City casino industry. 

“Let's get right down to 
it—it's campaign contribu¬ 
tions," Zoffinger said at a recent 
editorial board meeting with the 
Asbuiy Park Press. “I think we 
are in such bad shape politically 
in New Jersey, to get [approval 
for slots] accomplished, I think 
we're better off having a private 
operator run the race tracks." 

The NJSEA has retained 
Lehman Brothers financial con¬ 
sultants to explore options. After 
first suggesting a sale, Zoffinger 
has more recently promoted 
leasing the facilities. 

The usual big players have 
been rumored as possible leas¬ 
ing entities, a roster that includes 
Magna Entertainment Corp., 
Churchill Downs, Pennwood/ 
Greenwood and Woodbine. 

The NJSEA's possible exit 
from the business and the uncer¬ 
tainty over future management 
hangs over New Jersey racing 
like a depressing cloud. 

The Thoroughbred horse¬ 
men argue that the sport would 
be best served by the current 
management. 

“I think it would be a foolish 
thing for them to do," Drazin 
said. “Even though I have had 
my battles over the years with 
the NJSEA, I would have to 
say they are top-notch when it

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comes to running race tracks. In 
my view, Garland and Kulina can 
do a much better job than any¬ 
one else who is going to come 
in and try to run the place. The 
horsemen would be better off 
if it continues with the current 
management. My own view, if 
they get themselves into a lease 
situation, given the players out 
there including Mr. Stronach 
[Magna Entertainment's Frank 
Stronach], who has had difficul¬ 
ties fulfilling his commitments 
elsewhere, the horsemen would 
be in much better hands with the 
same management. I will press 
them to do that, when it comes 
time. Mr. Zoffinger is going to 
make his own decisions, but why 
would you want to get rid of 
something that makes $26 mil¬ 
lion a year for you?" 

WAITING FOR AN 
ANSWER 

W hile everyone awaits a 
resolution of the owner¬ 
ship question, planning 
continues for 2004. 

Monmouth ran an extended 
meet this year, pushing the sea¬ 
son beyond the Labor Day bar¬ 
rier to September 28. 

The results have been gener¬ 
ally positive, thanks in large mea¬ 
sure to a NJSEA guarantee of 
$300,000 a day in purse money 
for the traditional core meet of 
Memorial Day to Labor Day. 
The guarantee was worked out in 
response to the perceived threat 
this year of slot introduction in 
Maryland and Pennsylvania. 

“The current state is quite 
good because the meet this year 
maximized the purse dollars 
available at $300,000 in over¬ 
nights, a good number to attract 
quality," said Drazin. “Aside 
from the rain and things you 
can't control, I thought the meet 
was quite good. 

“Mr. Garland declared the 
meet a success. We all worked 
together to have a good meet." 

A series of negotiations also 
produced a guarantee of $250,000 
per day for the September days 
and a commitment to try to get 
the Meadowlands purses to the 
neighborhood of $200,000 a 
night. 

Wringing out the money 
required a number of sacri¬ 
fices, including gutting the 
Meadowlands stakes schedule. 

Money could be even tighter 
next year.

“At this point guarantees are 
unlikely," said Garland. “The 
guarantee for this year was very 
successful. It served its purpose. 
We were happy to do it under 
extraordinary circumstances. 

“It was, as we said at the time, 
something we had to do. It is not 
something we are likely to do 
in the future. Having said that, 
we have the goal of having the 
highest possible purses we can 
to make our racing the highest 
quality racing we can." 

Without competitive purses, 
Monmouth will lose many of 
the top outfits that make the 
Jersey shore their summer home. 
When purses slide, betting inter¬ 
est wanes, creating a downward 
spiral that can be difficult to 
arrest. 

“The bottom-line issue, like 
with every other sporting fran¬ 
chise, is that we have to figure 
out a way to pay for the ath¬ 
letes," said Kulina. “The game 
is so expensive and we need to 
bring the players to the public. 
Where do we get purse dollars to 
get people to come? 

“Everybody wants it to work. 
We want to put on a good enter¬ 
tainment product. We have to 
find the right mix. We don't want 
to be the Montreal Expos, where 
you develop the best young tal¬ 
ent but you can't keep them. We 


want to be able to play with the 
Yankees." 

Playing in the big leagues 
will require fresh cash. The 
McGreevey administration ear¬ 
lier this year floated the idea of 


installing VLTs at the race tracks 
to plug a huge gap in the state 
budget while also helping racing. 
The concept died a quick death 
once the Atlantic City casinos 
mobilized their political forces. 

Atlantic City could hold the 
solution to the looming purse 
crunch in 2004. 

Drazin points to a number 
of concepts under consideration 
whereby the casinos could gen¬ 
erate purse dollars for racing 
without giving the tracks slots 
or VLTs. They include increased 
parking fees at casino parking 
lots and a progressive slots game 
with racing getting a portion 
of the action. The parking fees 
could generate $20 million a year 
with the progressive game add¬ 
ing another $10 million. 

“They are talking about help¬ 
ing the industry to the extent 
of $30 million a year," Drazin 
said. “We support the adminis¬ 
tration strongly. We think Gov. 
McGreevey is trying to save 
racing and make it competitive. 
Whether the administration 
comes out with a plan for video 
lotteries or the casino industry 
concept prevails, we think we'll 
wind up about the same. Our 
share of VLTs would probably 
not be much more than what the 
casinos are willing to do without 
our having them."

Or the solution could come 
from an entirely different 
source: the Breeders’ Cup World 
Thoroughbred Championships. 

The NJSEA made a pitch ear¬ 
lier this year to host the champi¬ 
onships at either Monmouth or 
the Meadowlands. 

Getting the Breeders’ Cup 
would trigger funding from the 
state to upgrade the facilities and 
might rekindle the NJSEA’s com¬ 
mitment to racing. 


“I predict we will ultimately 
be successful in our bid to get 
the Breeders’ Cup for 2007 or 
2008,” said Drazin. “It would 
create a legislative mandate to 
put away money to improve the 
site. The money invested will be 
paid off many fold because the 
Breeders’ Cup will bring in $100 
million in tourism and revenues 
in the surrounding communities. 
Everybody is upbeat about that 
prospect.” #

are steeplechase owners. 

The Ramseys’ Party Airs has 
a long way to go to match Flat 
Top, but the 4-year-old improved 
to two-for-two in U.S. jump 
starts with an emphatic triumph 
in Pimlico’s $50,000 National 
Steeplechase Foundation Novice 
Stakes-NSA3 on September 26 
for trainer Tom Voss. 

Party Airs set the pace, gave 
up the lead to Naughty Prince 
on the final turn, re-rallied to 
draw even at the last fence and 
sprinted away to a four and 
three-quarter-length score as the 
5-2 favorite. Cherokeeinthehills 
rallied for second with Naughty 
Prince third in the race for first 
and second-year hurdlers. 

“Fie relaxed a little better 
today,” said jockey Cyril Murphy, 



I n 1995 Ken Ramsey sold a 
slow flat horse for $7,500 
and lived to regret it when the 
reject turned into two-time stee¬ 
plechase Eclipse Award winner 
and $592,000-earner Flat Top. 

Ramsey, who operates a far- 
reaching flat stable with wife 
Sarah, followed Flat Top’s career 
with interest—even appeared in 
a few winner’s circle photos with 
new owner Nancy Gerry—but 
could not have enjoyed the eco¬ 
nomics lesson. 



Party Airs (Cyril Murphy) showed plenty of fight in winning the National Steeplechase Foundation Novice Stakes at Pimlico. 
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comparing the win to a similar 
victory at Saratoga in August. 
“Once he gets to the lead, he just 
lopes along.” 

Party Airs jumped to the right 
at several fences, resulting in a 
foul claim by Naughty Prince’s 
jockey David Bentley, but was 
cleared of any interference. The 
final quarter-mile erased any 
doubt in the victory as Naughty 
Prince entered the stretch with a 
lead but was run down by a horse 
he passed a furlong earlier. 

“Dave went past me reason¬ 
ably easy and it was almost like 
Dave’s horse got to the front and 
started looking around,” said 
Murphy. “It gave my guy some 
heart. We couldn’t meet the 
last any better than we did. We 
landed and got away from it. The 
farther we go, the farther we’re 
going to win by. He went away 
from them like a man.” 

Bred in Pennsylvania by Eve 
Ledyard, Party Airs is by turf/ 
dirt Grade 1 winner Geri and 
out of the Alleged mare Elegant 
Champagne. The Ramseys 
bought him for $8,500 at the 
2000 Keeneland September 
Yearling sale, and sent the small¬ 
ish bay to Irish trainer Dermot 
Weld, who produced four wins 
(three over jumps) in a dozen 
starts. Party Airs missed a start at 
England’s Cheltenham Festival 
in March, and was then pointed 
to the American Steeplechase 
Triple Crown series until ship¬ 
ping delays shelved that plan. 

Voss got the horse in May, and 
used an unusual training strategy 
while planning a summer/fall 
campaign—and trying to dodge 
acclimatization troubles. 

“When you bring them over 
here from Europe they say you 
should run them right away, but 
then the horses go the other way 
so you’ve got to give them time,” 
said Voss. 'We had to run him at 
Saratoga because that’s what the 
man wants. We tried to fool the 
horse—trained him, turned him 
out, trained him, turned him out, 
just to confuse him. He didn’t 
know what was going on, but it 
worked.” 

Voss doesn’t impress easily, 
but likes what he sees in Party 
Airs. “[Naughty Prince] got by 
him, but he just kept fighting, 
fighting and fighting,” he said. 
“Then he galloped out real

strong. He must be a real good 
horse, that's all I can say." 

And Ken Ramsey still owns 
him. 

SHAWAN 

DOWNS 

E verybody in Maryland's 
steeplechase community 
knows one date—the last 
Saturday in April. Maryland 
Hunt Cup time might have a 
challenger in Shawan Downs— 
the last Saturday in September. 
The Hunt Valley meet's third 
annual running easily surpassed 
the other two while showcasing 
eight races, a stellar facility, a 
who's who list of Baltimore-area 
sponsors and an enthusiastic 
(and growing) crowd. 

Shawan carded two stakes, 
both of which provided thrills. 
In the first, Edie Dixon's 
Indispensable halted a 12-race 
losing streak by taking the lead 
on the backstretch and out-stay¬ 
ing Najjm over the final half-mile 


to win by three and a half lengths 
for trainer Jack Fisher and visit¬ 
ing Irish amateur jockey Paddy 
Young. 

Fisher nearly ran Indispen¬ 
sable for a $35,000 claiming 
price this summer, but looks like 
a genius for changing his mind. 

“He was there, ready to go, 
but it rained and I didn't want to 
run him in soft ground," Fisher 
said of the near-start at Saratoga. 
“I ran him back in the (Grade 1) 
Turf Writers and he ran fabulous 
to finish third (at 52-1). Today, 
the ground was pretty soft again 
and he won for fun. I'm sup¬ 
posed to know what I'm doing 
but I don't, though I do know 
he's pretty good right now." 

Indispensable disposed of 
11 rivals in the $30,000 T. Rowe 
Price Legacy Chase, a two and a 
half-mile hurdle stakes that has 
developed into a key prep for 
the Breeders' Cup Steeplechase- 
NSA1 in three short years. 
Quality jumping sent Najjm 
(Chip Miller) and Indispensable 
to the front on the final trip 


down the backs tretch and the 
duo edged away from the others. 
Halfway down the long straight, 
Indispensable took the lead. The 
9-year-old created daylight and 
led by three entering die stretch. 
Najjm made up some ground, 
but never got to the winner. 
Mulahen (GB) (David Bendey) 
was third. 

Young, who picked up the 
mount when Blair Waterman 
was injured a day earlier, cred¬ 
ited those four jumps on the 
long Shawan backs tretch with 
the win. 

“He jumped like a complete 
stag and that's what won the race 
for me," said Young, 27. “You 
don't want to miss any there on 
the back. When you're going to 
the third-last, the race is really 
starting to heat up. If you lose a 
couple of lengths back there, the 
race is over for you. He never 
missed a fence and kept staying 
to the line." 

Indispensable won for the 
fifth time over fences and 
boosted his career jump bankroll 


to just over $200,000. Bred by 
Michael Cataneo in Maryland, 
the son of Mane Minister won 
twice on the tiat for Dixon and 
Fisher's father John. 

Shawan switched to Mary¬ 
land's roots—timber racing—for 
the second stakes. 

The $25,000 Ski Roundtop 
Stakes drew eight runners from 
maiden Nijinsky's Pride (NZ) to 
veteran timber stakes competi¬ 
tors Thor Thors, Sam Sullivan, 
Dr. Ramsey and Charlie's Dewan. 

The latter, a Dixon/Fisher 
stablemate of Indispensable, 
thrived over the three and three- 
quarter-mile distance and turned 
back a wild stretch challenge by 
Mr. Rokeby. 

Thor Thors set much of the 
pace, but faded late in his first 
start in 16 months. Charlie's 
Dewan (Gus Brown) snatched 
the lead from Nijinsky's Pride 
on the final run down the back- 
stretch and carried the advantage 
into the final turn. Following the 
winner up the back and around 
the turn, Mr. Rokeby (Miller)

drew even at the final fence. 
The horses landed as one and— 
despite the miles, the fences and 
the vagaries of a race—finished 
like they were glued together. 

“My horse lost all his 
momentum at the last and Chip 
outjumped me,” said Brown. “I 
thought he was gone. Charlie 
went to the well and found a 
little bit more.” 

Charlie's Dewan prevailed by 
a neck and vaulted into the race 
for the NSA timber champion¬ 
ship with $35,000 earned from 
four starts this year. Brown, also 
aboard for a stakes win at Radnor 
in May, said the horse continues 
to improve—even at age 11. 

“Ive always thought he had it 
in him to be a good horse—it's 
not a physical thing, it's a men¬ 


tal thing,” said Brown. “It's the 
jumping he had trouble with. 
Sometimes he just gets over- 
eager and does something he 
shouldn't. He's a trier, and doesn't 
know quit. If he could put it all 
together, I'd turn amateur and 
ride him around the Maryland 
Hunt Cup. He has that type of 
jump and that type of scope. 
Every time I've ridden him there 
have been fewer of those mental 
errors and mistakes. It's been a 
progression.” 

Shawan went to the flat for 
the $15,000 MidAdantic Farm 
Credit Maryland Million. An 
optional claimer at a mile and 
seven-eighths on the turf, the 
race drew a mixed bag of 11 run¬ 
ners (including entrants from flat 
trainers Ned Allard, Flint Stites 


and Kevin Boniface). Defending 
champion Kenny's Crossing 
represented Boniface and was 
in the mix leaving the turn with 
Bubble Economy and Jack 
High. Owned by Arcadia Stable, 
Bubble Economy (Brown) 
skimmed the rail and refused to 
yield while winning by a neck 
over Jack High (Murphy), who 
was a head in front of Kenny's 
Crossing (Tom Foley). Trained 
by Jack Fisher, Pennsylvania- 
bred Bubble Economy won over 
hurdles at Colonial Downs this 
summer but was a New York- 
based flat horse with trainer Rick 
Violette in 2002. 

The Fisher barn added a 
fourth victory over its home 
course when Kebo Valley scored 
in the foxhunters' timber. 

“It was a huge day for the 
people in the barn, because it's 
their home meet,” said Brown. 
“They had had a quiet late spring 
and summer, and the reality is 
they were gearing horses for 
Shawan. It felt good to win for 
them because they put so many 
miles on the road and work hard 
—Jack's horses go everywhere.” 

Shawan's two maiden hurdle 
races showcased quality perfor¬ 
mances by horses with futures. 

Martin Cherry's Serazzo 
came into the race with more 
buzz than a yellow jacket and 
lived up to it with a win for 
Voss and Murphy. The 7-year- 
old horse (not a gelding) is a full 
brother to Grade 1 flat winners

You and I (sire of Grade 1 win¬ 
ner You) and Chaposa Springs. 
Trained by John Kimmel on the 
flat, Serazzo won five races and 
nearly $200,000, but lost some 
competitive zest. 

“He had sort of lost interest 
[in running on the flat] and John 
called and asked if I wanted to 
try him,” said Voss. “I said sure. 
He's always been a very nice, 
classy horse. He's got a big turn 
of foot, it looks to me. He's just 
a lovely horse, and he took to 
jumping right away. I'm happy to 
have him.” 

At Shawan, Serazzo set most 
of the pace before being passed 
by Frecuente (Chi). Second in 
the stretch, Serazzo accelerated 
in the final furlong and won by 
a length. 

Augustin Stables's Jonstar 
(NZ) came into the Shawan 
opener as the only horse who 
had started over hurdles. Facing 
nine first-time starters, the New 
Zealand import tracked Cardiff 
Arms early and moved to the 
lead at the last fence while 
drawing off to win by four and 
a quarter lengths for trainer 
Sanna Hendriks and jockey Rob 
Massey. 

“He jumped well other than 
a bit of a bang at the second- 
last, which woke him up really,” 
said Massey. “He sprinted away 
from the last. I was lucky enough 
to ride Snuggle for Sanna at 
Saratoga, so it's nice to get 
another call for her. The horses 
are always ready to play when 
they come to the races.” 

NOTES 

T he inaugural filly and mare 
hurdle series opened at 
Shawan with an 11-runner 
allowance race. Jeremy Gillam's 
maiden Almost There (Diana 
Gillam) prevailed over first-time 
starter Risotto and veteran win¬ 
ner Feeling So Pretty. Designed 
to attract new horses to steeple- 
chasing, the series has done its 
job as filly and mare numbers are 
up significantly over past years 
(as is the total horse inventory)

Good horses try 
harder, risking 
all in effort to 
win 


B reeders can study pedi¬ 
grees for years, spend six 
figures on stallions and 
still come up with a slow horse. 
Owners can spend millions on 
yearlings or imports from far¬ 
away lands, and be left with litde 
more than a pretty mammal in a 
hairy coat. And try as they might, 
trainers can't teach a horse every¬ 
thing. 


All because of one thing. 
Effort. For all of his amazing 
ability and fantastic levels of fit¬ 
ness, the Thoroughbred needs 
to try in order to be successful. 
Determination comes from the 
brain or somewhere inside a 
horse and can't be attributed 
to fast workouts, exercise pro¬ 
grams, nutritional supplements, 
massages, beet pulp, alfalfa hay. 


outer rims, nasal strips, Lasix or 
anything else. 

Effort can't be quantified or 
measured. Horses want to give 
it, or they don't. With effort 
comes vulnerability, however. 

The one-two finishers in 
Saratoga's Grade 1 New York 
Turf Writers Cup—the best 
steeplechase race of 2003—tried 
harder than any of their 10 
opponents. 

They also got hurt. Praise the 
Prince (NZ) won the race, but 
left it with a strained ligament 
that will keep him out of the 
2003 fall season. Tres Touche 
finished second, a length and 
a half behind the winner, and 
will spend the next six months 
or more on the sidelines with a 
hairline fracture of his cannon- 
bone. 

There's litde doubt the hors¬ 
es were injured in the race—and 
even less that the injuries came 
because of their attitude about 
effort. 


“They both try so hard, and 
who knows when they got hurt," 
said Tres Touche's trainer Ricky 
Hendriks. “You can't train them 
to do that—they either have it or 
they don't. My horse just tries 
every time. It's unbelievable." 

Purchased by Contrarian 
Stable as a weanling for $4,000 at 
the 1998 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Winter Mixed sale at Timonium, 
Tres Touche was born with 
more heart than Cupid. In 26 
career starts over jumps, the 
Maryland-bred son of Poles 
Apart has finished in the top 
three 21 times, and just once in 
his last 15 starts through the Turf 
Writers has he been worse than 
third. The 6-year-old has earned 
just shy of $400,000, a figure only 
16 U.S. jumpers have surpassed. 

Augustin Stables's Praise the 
Prince is one of those 16, and 
his feats take Tres Touche's a 
step farther. In 20 American 
jump starts, the 8-year-old has 
never—ever—been worse than 
third. He's won eight races and 
$517,844—every dime on pure 
effort. 

Crashing through the effort 
envelope has begun to catch up 
to Praise the Prince, who spent 
a year away from the races while 
recuperating from an injury 
when he was second in the 2002 
Iroquois. A similar injury, below 
the ankle, surfaced in a different 
front leg after the Turf Writers 
this year and trainer Sanna 
Hendriks (Ricky's wife) put the 
brakes on a fall campaign. 

Jockey Gus Brown was 
aboard for Praise the Prince's 
win in the Turf Writers, getting 
an up-close look at Tres Touche 
as well. 

“Those are the gutsiest two 
horses I've ever seen, and that 
they both got hurt in that race 
isn't surprising giving the effort 
they put out," Brown said. “I 
have a lot of respect for Tres 
Touche because it was a near- 
miss (in the Turf Writers) and it's 
been a near-miss several other 
times. Horses usually know it's 
a near-miss when they get beat, 
but he kept coming back and try¬ 
ing just as hard." 

And it had nothing to do with

Deputy Minister’s 
son Yarrow Brae 
offers classy 
possibilities 



D eputy Minister's sons 
Dehere, French Deputy, 
Silver Deputy, Touch Gold, 
Awesome Again and Deputy 
Commander have all moved 
into the headlines as sires of 
class and quality. Now the Mid- 
Atlantic has a Deputy Minister 
stallion of its own to swoon 
over—Murmur Farm's hand¬ 
some chestnut Yarrow Brae. 

Bred by Pirates Associates 
in Kentucky, Yarrow Brae had 
an unusual sales history. He was 
a $150,000 yearling at the 1996 
Keeneland January Sale, and a 
$160,000 RNA at the Saratoga 
yearling sale. Returning to the 
sales ring as a 2-year-old, he 
brought $310,000 at the Barrett's 
March sale and thus found his 
way to the barn of D. Wayne 
Lukas, racing for Michael Tabor 
and Mrs. John Magnier. 

In seven starts at 2, Yarrow 
Brae won once, breaking his 
maiden going seven furlongs 
at Del Mar, and was second 
twice, including the one-mile 
Iroquois Stakes-G3 at Churchill 
Downs. At 3, he proved more 
than useful, winning three times 
in 10 starts. He launched his 3- 
year-old campaign at Gulfstream 
Park, winning an allowance race 
in his second outing in January. 
In February, he finished second 
in the Golden State Mile Stakes 
at Bay Meadows. In March, he 
was runner-up to Event of the 
Year in the Jim Beam Stakes-G2, 
and in April, he finished second 
to Souvenir Copy in the Derby 
Trial Stakes-G3. 

In May, Yarrow Brae won 
the Illinois Derby-G2, beating 
a nice field that included Orville 
N Wilbur's, Raffle's Majesty, 


Smolderin Heart, Souvenir Copy 
and Middlesex Drive. 

Sent out in the Belmont 
Stakes-Gl and Ohio Derby-G2, 
Yarrow Brae failed to duplicate 
his early spring form. Given 
four months off, he returned 
to capture an allowance against 
older horses at Aqueduct, but 
was off the board in his final 
start of the year, the Grade 1 
Malibu Stakes. 

Returning at 4, Yarrow Brae 
was unplaced in his only start, 
and subsequent concerns over 
a tendon tear forced his retire¬ 
ment early in 1999. 

Having shown precocious 
speed and ability up to nine fur¬ 
longs, Yarrow Brae closed out 
his racing career with four wins 
in 18 starts and $571,580 in earn¬ 
ings. He was syndicated to stand 
at Murmur Farm in Darlington, 
Md., for a stud fee of $6,000, 
and made his first season there 
in the spring of 1999. A particu¬ 
larly attractive, nice-sized, well¬ 
muscled horse, as are most of 
the Deputy Ministers, this one 
has the bright chestnut color of 
his dam, Bally Five, and her sire 
Miswaki. 

Despite entering stud rela¬ 
tively late in his first season, 
Yarrow Brae covered 49 mares 
and got 34 foals from his first 
crop. Of these, three were 
juvenile winners, including the 
good filly Butiwillflysomeday, 
one of the best of her age and 
sex in the state with thirds in the 
Maryland Million Lassie Stakes 
and Heavenly Cause Stakes. 

Like their sire, the Yarrow 
Braes tend to improve dramati¬ 
cally from 2 to 3. On August 
9, 2003, Yarrow Brae's first- 


crop daughter Finally Here 
won the Duchess Stakes-G3 at 
Woodbine. That same day on the 
other side of the Great Lakes, To 
the Queen, a 4-year-old full sister 
to Yarrow Brae, scored her first 
stakes victory in the Tosmah 
Handicap at Arlington Park. 

Finally Here's victory must 
have brought out the party 
hats for Murmur Farm owners 
Audrey and Allen Murray. The 
Murrays played out a tremen¬ 
dous coup in 2002 with Our 
Emblem, sire of Kentucky 
Derby/Preakness winner War 
Emblem. Our Emblem had 
began the 2002 breeding with 
a $4,000 stud fee, and ended 
it with a price tag of over $10 
million. That kind of turnover 
makes you want to be on the 
Murrays' Rolodex when they're 
syndicating a young horse. 

Yarrow Brae looks to become 
another Murmur Farm success 
story. To date, he has had 12 
winners and three stakes-level 
fillies, led by black type winner 
Finally Here and the stakes- 
placed runners Hail Hillary 
and Butiwillflysomeday. He's 
also sired the multiple winners 
Minis ter oftrucks (four wins, 
$55,820), Harbor Court (three 
wins, $46,281) and Deputy Lou 
(three wins, $32,550). 

Finally Here followed up 
her Duchess Stakes-G3 victory 
over seven furlongs with a win 
in Arlington Park's Smart Deb 
Stakes on September 13 at six 
furlongs, so she's no one-hit 
wonder. Out of Neolithic (by 
Deputed Testamony), Finally 
Here comes from a less-than- 
prolific female line. In fact, her 
granddam, Tulyars Turn (by 


Turn to Mars), was the only foal 
produced by Tulyar Lady (by 
Bold Monarch). But Tulyar Lady 
was a half-sister to the classy 
French group winner On My 
Way II (by the Tom Fool horse 
Laugh Aloud), so there's reason 
to hope a daughter of this line 
would show some ability. 

Hail Hillary, out of Capital 
Hill (by Temperence Hill), 
placed in two stakes this sum¬ 
mer over the Arlington Park 
turf course—finishing second in 
both the Hatoof Stakes (beaten 
a nose at a mile and a sixteenth) 
and Pucker Up Stakes-G3 (a 
mile and an eighth). She was a 
$3,500 Keeneland September 
yearling, and her dam, Capital 
Hill, was a “no bid" RNA at the 
2002 Eastern December Mixed 
sale, being 17 years old and 
empty. Capital Hill is out of the 
Buckpasser mare Political Payoff, 
and so a half-sister to the dams 
of Impeachthepro and Crafty 
Wife, so it's a useful family. 

Yarrow Brae is inbred 3x5 to 
Northern Dancer, and is bred on 
the cross of a Northern Dancer¬ 
line sire on a Mr. Prospector-line 
mare. All three of his stakes 
horses are outcrosses to both of 
those strains, and the two s takes- 
placed fillies have linebreeding to 
Buckpasser, while Finally Here 
has more distant duplications of 
Nashua. Butiwillflysomeday also 
has a double to Raise a Native 
(5x5) through Yarrow Brae's 
cross of Mr. Prospector (sire of 
Miswaki) and her dam's cross of 
Majestic Prince (paternal grand- 
sire of Wavering Monarch). 

With his rather close double 
cross to Northern Dancer, it 
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would be expected that Yarrow 
Brae would do better with mares 
outcrossed to that strain, and for 
now that appears to be the case 
with his best runners. Northern 
Dancer, however, is showing up 
in threes and even fours in the 
pedigrees of stakes winners, so 
it's hard to discourage additional 
strains of that golden bloodline. 
(IBs worked for Citidancer, 
who's even more closely inbred 
to Northern Dancer, 2x4.) 

Yarrow Brae has a third-gen¬ 
eration cross of Mr. Prospector. 
One wouldn't normally suggest 
daughters of Mr. Prospector's 
good Maryland sons Two 
Punch or Allen's Prospect for 
him—since the foals would be 
inbred 4x3 to Mr. Prospector. 
But pushing the Mr. Prospector 
farther back and concentrating 
on using sound sources of this 
often delicate strain might be 
a useful line of attack as well. 
That said, Yarrow Brae's good 
winner Ministeroftmcks is out 
of a mare by Mr. Prospector's 
son Huckster. 

Deputy Minister has been 
particularly effective with 
mares carrying close crosses of 
*Princequillo, Bold Ruler and 
Buckpasser, but he's worked 
with a wide range of mares. 
Prince John and Secretariat seem 
to be especially useful sources of 
*Princequillo. 

Deputy Minister's sire Vice 
Regent and Vice Regent's full 
brother Viceregal have been 
popping up in the pedigrees of 
some good stakes winners like 
Silver Deputy's champion filly 
Scotzanna, whose granddam is 
by Viceregal, or Grade 3 winner 
Gendeman Beau, whose pedi¬ 
gree also features the full broth¬ 
ers 3x2. This could work well 
with Yarrow Brae, too, even if it 
adds a third cross of Northern 
Dancer. One might also look 
for mares carrying Victoria 
Park, from the same family as 
Vice Regent. The Minstrel has 
a lot of parallels to Vice Regent, 
with both Northern Dancer and 
Victoria Park. 

It's useful to take a closer 
look at Yarrow Brae's dam, 
Bally Five, who is by Miswaki 
(by Mr. Prospector out of a 
mare by Buckpasser). Miswaki's 
daughters are in strong demand 
in Europe nowadays, as he is 
the dam sire of Daylami (Ire), 
Dalakhani, Galileo (Ire) and 


Black Sam Bellamy. Miswaki 
mares cross particularly well 
with Northern Dancer-line sires, 
but trying Miswaki's good nicks 
with mares carrying Nijinsky II, 
Danzig or Sadler's Wells may be 
fruitful as well. 

Miswaki mares also love 
Seatde Slew and Never Bend, 
playing that valuable Buckpasser 
strain of Miswaki's dam on the 


*La Troienne crosses important 
to both of those *Nasrullah-line 
sires. We know Yarrow Brae has 
already had success with double 
Buckpasser in his matings, so 
look for more of that. 

Yarrow Brae's second dam 
is by Gay Mecene, a son of 
*Vaguely Noble out of a mare 
by Sir Gaylord, so Yarrow Brae 
might like a second dose of Sir 


Gaylord, through Sir Gaylord's 
good Maryland-based son Lord 
Gaylord, or the more classic Sir 
Ivor. 

In a region that has been 
dominated by sons of Mr. Pros¬ 
pector or Danzig, Yarrow Brae's 
sire line through Deputy Minister 
and Vice Regent makes for great 
new opportunities for the local 
broodmare population. ^

Thermography 
can be useful 
diagnostic tool 


T hermography is a diagnostic 
tool that has been around 
since the 1960s, but thanks 
to better equipment developed 
during the past decade, it has 
become more effective and 
useful. The new equipment 
includes a digital camera that 
serves as an infrared detector 
of heat; the image it generates 
can be displayed on a monitor. 
This enables the veterinarian 
to pinpoint hot spots on the 
horse's body surface (soft tissues 
and skin). 

All mammal bodies create 
heat, and temperatures in vari¬ 
ous parts of the body fluctuate 
depending on blood flow. The 
flow can vary depending on 
whether circulation is normal or 
compromised by injury. Blood 
flow to an injured area may 
increase before clinical signs 
of pain and lameness become 
evident. 

William H. McCormick, VMD, 
who practices at Middleburg 
Equine Clinic in Middleburg, 
Va., uses thermography as one 
of many tools to aid in diagnos¬ 
ing various problems in horses. 
“A decrease in the circulation is 
often a more important guide 
than increased circulation," he 
says. 

“In horses, you can check 
balance on all four legs. They 
should be equally warm or cold. 
If one is different, there may be 


a problem—and it's usually not 
the warm leg; it's usually the cold 
one," says McCormick. If there 
is more muscle tension in one 
area because of pain, the circula¬ 
tion is impaired. 

“In human medicine, the 
old term reflex sympathetic 
dystrophy meant an increase in 
sympathetic tone. This is a neu¬ 
rological result of the fight or 
flight mechanism in horses—the 
stress factor. The peripheral 
blood vessels are constricted 
due to the chronic increase in 
sympathetic tone and the body 
surface is cooler. Extremity con¬ 
traction also happens on a local 
basis when there is a problem in 
the body (rather than the fight or 
flight mechanism which involves 
the whole body). 

“Increase in sympathetic 
tone has a local effect of con¬ 
stricting the blood supply—due 
to chronic pain. The modern 
term for this is complex regional 
pain syndrome II. This tells you 
that a lot of different things are 
going on in that body region, 
and with thermography you 
can at least get the hint that 
there is something going on," 
McCormick says. 

“Thermal imaging can be 
very useful, but people often 
want to make a diagnosis just 
from this—and that's a big 
jump," McCormick continues. 
“The thermal image may be just 


an indirect indicator of that com¬ 
plex regional pain syndrome, so 
you then have to determine what 
is causing it If the whole leg is 
cold, it doesn't tell you which 
part is the problem. By contrast, 
if you do a thermograph on the 
back part of the tendon [on both 
front legs, so you have the two to 
compare] and there's a hot spot 
in the middle of one tendon, 
this can be a clue [especially if 
it's a horse that has undergone 
athletic stress], since the tendons 
should be the coldest part of the 
lower leg," explains McCormick. 
There may not be any pain yet, 
but the change in thermal emis¬ 
sion could be a danger sign. 

“Some of the uses for ther¬ 
mography are to detect hot feet, 
or to locate an abscess or hot 
nail in the foot In a laminitis 
case you might expect a cold 
foot, depending on the stage. 
To make a precise diagnosis 
of structural abnormality in the 
feet, however, thermography is 
not the best tool. What you see 
with thermography is just one 
sign, and you need to add it to 
other signs—to come up with 
some kind of pattern that can 
lead to a diagnosis," he says. 

A lot of people use thermog¬ 
raphy to check a horse's back as 
well as legs. On any part of the 
body, you can compare one side 
with the other to see if they are 
the same or if there is increased 
or decreased blood flow in one 
area. Some tendon and joint 
problems may show inflamma¬ 
tory changes (and more heat) 
as much as two weeks before 
lameness becomes apparent. 
Thermography can also show 
whether blood flow to certain 
areas is normal or abnormal 
before and after exercise. 

“If a horse is using one 
hind leg preferentially over the 
other, that horse will obviously 
be warmer on the side being 
used most. You can pick that 
up quickly with a thermograph, 
even though you might not 
yet have any other signs," says 
McCormick. “Pulled or strained 
muscle—if there is sufficient 
damage—will also show up with 
thermal imaging. I've had those 
cases, even without any struc¬ 
tural damage that I could see 
with ultrasound. They showed 
up fairly quickly; the horse was 
lame, and then there was a hot 
spot" 


The color range, showing if 
an area is hot or cold, depends 
on how you set the palette. The 
images can vary in color from 
shades of black, blue, yellow, 
green, red or white, and the 
operator can decide what range 
of color indicates hotter or 
cooler temperatures. 

“The color itself does not 
mean anything; it is just attrib¬ 
uted to a temperature. You can 
set the palette for one color per 
one degree, or one color per half 
a degree. With digital thermog¬ 
raphy, you can change the color 
range—putting the maximum 
where you want it [on a certain 
part of the body] and see how 
the rest of the body compares 
and what the thermal image will 
be," he says. 

“If it's a fairly hot day and 
you have one hot spot that you 
think may be hotter than the rest 
of the body, and you have your 
range too wide [like a 10 degree 
range], that hot spot might 
appear a lot bigger than it really 
is. It might be the whole leg. But 
if you narrow the range down 
to five degrees or even three 
degrees, then you can see that 
there were more grades of tem¬ 
perature," McCormick explains. 

However, says McCormick: 
“Thermography is not very 
helpful on hot days, especially if 
temperature is over 86 degrees F. 
and horses start to sweat. Here 
in Virginia in the summer, on a 
purchase exam for instance, we 
put the horse in a temperature- 
controlled air-conditioned room. 
We x-ray the horse, and when we 
finish with that, we do an infra¬ 
red image. By then the horse had 
at least half an hour to an hour 
in the cooler room; the thermo¬ 
graph is more reliable. When 
they do thermography with 
humans, they make you strip and 
sit on a cool stainless steel table 
for half an hour!" 

Normally, in the early morn¬ 
ing a horse's feet will all feel cold, 
whereas by afternoon (after the 
horse has been moving around 
more and the day is hotter) 
they'll all feel warm. 

“When I first started using 
thermography, the technicians 
could not believe the horse's 
feet could be that cold in the 
mornings," says McCormick. 
“For scientific papers they want 
a standardized temperature, so 
you need an indoor room. For 
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clinical use, however, it's not as 
imperative. If you have one cold 
leg, you’ll still have one cold leg. 
If you have a hot mid-tendon, it 
will still be hotter than the rest of 
the body,” he says. 

Thermal imaging measures 
superficial temperature rather 
than how warm or cold the 
deeper tissues might be. Any¬ 
thing that might obstruct or 
insulate against heat radiation 
from the body (fat, long hair, a 
muddy coat) could interfere with 
a proper reading. 

“In a Thoroughbred horse, 
the hair will be finer and shorter 
than some horses, and less insu¬ 
lating. If you clip a horse, there 
will be even more heat escape 
and it will show warmer, with 
increased thermal emission. 
Some places on the body with 
less hair [like around the eyes or 
tail] will show warmer than the 
rest of the body,” McCormick 
explains. 

“The important thing to 
understand about thermography 
is that you are looking at how the 
body is responding to a stress, as 
opposed to radiology, which tells 
you about the structure, and not 
much more than that. Infrared 
will tell you how the body is 
responding metabolically in an 
area. By contrast, the nuclear 
[bone] scan will tell you how the 
deeper tissues are responding. 
Thus the nuclear scan is often 
more valuable. The infrared is 
very easy to use, however, and at 
a moment’s notice. For a nuclear 


scan you must have the horse 
in the hospital for two or three 
days, read the image on a gamma 
camera, and it’s quite a produc¬ 
tion,” McCormick says. 


“There are some circum¬ 
stances where I really like to use 
the thermography, especially for 
purchase exams. You’d be sur¬ 
prised at how many times the 


information can be very useful 
and can confirm your subtle 
feeling about something,” says 
McCormick. w

ALL KINDS OF 
RUNNERS FIND 
FAST LANE 
AT PIMLICO

B en Feliciano Jr. has a 
problem. One fast prob¬ 
lem. The trainer has three 
horses who do the same thing. 
It can be delicate territory, any 
time a trainer runs more than 
one horse in the same race—an 
entry of Crossing Point, Ameri 
Brilliance and Baby Shark? 
Fire and gasoline provide less 
spark. 

Baby Shark owns track 
records at Calder and Moun¬ 
taineer. Crossing Point set a 
track record at Pimlico and 
Ameri Brilliance set a world 
record at Timonium, both within 
a month of each other and both 
within preparatory range for 
the Maryland Million Sprint on 
October 11. 

On September 14, in his 
final tune-up before the Sprint, 
Crossing Point won an optional 
claimer at Pimlico. It took him 
56.71 seconds, which broke 
Goldminer's Dream's 10-year- 
old track record. Crossing Point 
led nearly every step under Mario 
Pino. 

Since being claimed by 
Feliciano in June 2002 at Pimlico, 
Crossing Point has won six of 12 
and finished in the money nine 
times. Crossing Point set a record 
for five and a half furlongs at 
Laurel Park in November 2002. 

On August 23 at Timonium, 
Elaine Bassford's Ameri Brilli¬ 
ance blasted four furlongs in 
:43.76 to establish a world record 
for the distance. (See Timonium 
writeup on page 60.) 

“I'm not sure which one is 
the fastest and I hope I don't 
have to find out," Feliciano said 
of his three speedsters. “They're 



all fast. Crossing Point is real 
big and is better suited to five- 
eighths or three-quarters. Baby 
Shark and Ameri Brilliance are 
litde and built more for speed. 
When you want them to go, 
they go." 

Feliciano had an idea that the 
record could fall when he sent 
Ameri Brilliance to Timonium. 

“I knew I had a shot at a 
track record because he was a 
tick off it at Mountaineer and he 
was being pulled up at the end," 
Feliciano said. “I knew he was 
sharp but he was gone and he 
didn't make the turn that well. I 
hate to think how fast he would 
have gone if he made the turn." 

Feliciano keeps that speed in 
check in the morning, although 
he did mention a 33-second 
three-eighths of a mile work that 
happened once. 


“If anybody knows my train¬ 
ing, I jog most of them once 
the wrong way," Feliciano said. 
“I try to be easy on them and 
keep them really fresh and really 
happy. They're usually jumping 
around feeling real good. When 
they're like that they tend to 
show a lot of speed when the 
gate opens." 

On the opposite end of 
the spectrum from Feliciano's 
speed horses comes Docent, a 
long-striding deliberate son of 
Waquoit who saves his best run¬ 
ning for the end. Trained by Tim 
Ritchey for Mrs. Bernard Daney, 
Docent won the first running of 
the mile and an eighth Charles 
H. Hadry Stakes on September 
20. Clinton Potts, who is back in 
full swing after an injury, guided 
Docent to the $50,000 stakes 
score. Jorgie Stover finished 


second, three and a half lengths 
back, with Jim Thirds Bolero 
third. 

Docent, a Pennsylvania-bred, 
has won 14 of 26 starts, includ¬ 
ing last year's Maryland Million 
Classic. 

A local training mainstay, 
Hadry passed away on February 
24 after a long bout with cancer. 
Hadry trained Private Terms, the 
favorite in the 1988 Kentucky 
Derby, Finder's Choice, who held 
track records at both Pimlico and 
Laurel, and the hard-hitting P 
Day, who is still going strong for 
his son Charles J. (Junior) Hadry. 

Barclay Tagg was once a 
local training mainstay. Then he 
moved to New York, trained a 
horse named Funny Cide. . . and 
you know the story. Tagg was 
back at Pimlico for the first time 
since Funny Cide easily won the 
Preakness Stakes this spring. The 
trip was well worth it again. 

Allaire duPont's homebred 
Conservation, trained by 
Tagg, upset odds-on favorite 
Foufa's Warrior in the $60,000 
Humphrey S. Finney Stakes 
for 3-year-old Maryland-breds 
on September 13. Ridden by 
Enrique Jurado, Conservation 
S’ won the off-the-turf stakes by 
| three lengths over Cheverly Gold 
^ and odds-on favorite Foufa's 
Warrior. A gelding by Tamayaz, 
from the family of duPont's 1999 
Maryland-bred horse of the year, 
Best of Luck, Conservation cov¬ 
ered the nine furlongs in 1:51.78 
over a sloppy track. 

Larry Murray and Sondra 
and Howard Bender go racing 
in Maryland regularly. They also 
win Maryland stakes regularly. 
Their latest coup was the All 
Brandy Stakes with Cruise 
Along on September 6. It was 
the first added-money race of 
the summer/fall meeting and 
fifth Maryland stakes this year 
for Team Bender/Murray. 

The $75,000 All Brandy Stakes 
was restricted to Maryland-bred 
fillies and mares. Cruise Along 
under Horacio Karamanos cov¬ 
ered the nine furlongs in 1:51.39 
over a firm turf course. The 
Runaway Groom mare relaxed 
early before running down 
Coquettish and Leebearski by 
one and a half lengths. W 
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Feline Story airs by five and three-quarters lengths in Monmouth’s 
premiere event for 2-year-old fillies, the Grade 3 Sorority Stakes. 


seven starts and $141,100 in 
earnings. 

The afternoon of September 
11 saw two promising 3-year-old 
colts break their maidens—one 
on dirt, the other on turf 

C. Steven Duncker’s home¬ 
bred Lessons Are Extra, a son 
of Pine Bluff—York Woods, by 
Mining, rallied from off the pace 
to defeat nine rivals in a mile and 
a sixteenth turf event, scoring by 
three-quarters of a length under 
Tommy Turner. Trained by Phil 
Hauswald, Lessons Are Extra 
was timed in 1:43.73. 

Dennis Drazin’s Governor 
Bennett, a son of Elusive Qual¬ 
ity—Follow the Music, by Rahy, 
gamely earned his diploma by 
a neck in a one-mile, 70-yard 
test, timed in 1:42.15. Ridden by 
C.C. Lopez and trained by John 
Forbes, Governor Bennett was 
bred by Edmund Gann, who 
owns 2003 Haskell Invitational 


Handicap-G1 winner Peace 
Rules. 

Joel Kligman’s Jersey Giant 
continued to dominate the Mon¬ 
mouth racing season in winning 
the $57,500 Skip Trial Stakes 
on September 13, a mile and a 
sixteenth event for 3-year-olds 
and up. 

Trained by Jim Ryerson and 
ridden by Julian Pimentel, Jersey 
Giant ranged up on the outside 
late to take the race by a hard- 
earned head over Abreeze. His 
final time was 1:41.04, less than 
a second off the track record. 

Before the Skip Trial, Jersey 
Giant made five starts this year, 
all at Monmouth, and wasn’t off 
the board. His other three vic¬ 
tories include the John J. Reilly 
Handicap against state-breds and 
the Skip Away Stakes in open 
company. He was also second 
in the Salvator Mile Handicap- 
G3 and third in the $200,000 


M ichael Gill established 
a new record for most 
wins by an owner at 
Monmouth Park, as his horses 
visited the winner’s circle 59 
times (through September 21) 
with five days remaining in the 
meet, destroying the old record 
of 32 wins for an owner set back 
in 1992 by William Martucci. 
Second place in this year’s 
standings was likely to belong 
to Eric and Gregg Fral’s E & 
G Stables with 16 wins (also 
through September 21), three 
more than Runnin Horse 
Farms, the top owner the past 
four Monmouth meets. 

Mark Shuman’s first full¬ 
time season at the shore proved 
profitable, as he recorded 50 
wins (through September 21), 
17 more than his nearest com¬ 
petitor, Tim Hills. Hills was the 
leading trainer in 2002. 

Shuman was in a position to 
break the record for most wins 
for a conditioner in a single 
season, which is joindy held by 
J. Willard Thompson and John 
Tammaro III, who each won 55 
races in 1975 and 1974, respec¬ 
tively. 

Linda Rice, Allen Iwinski and 
Alan Seewald completed the top 
five. 

Stanley Hough doesn’t run 
many horses at Monmouth Park, 
but when he does, it’s wise to pay 
attention. Hough saddled Feline 
Story to win the track’s premiere 
event for juvenile fillies, the 
$100,000 Sorority Stakes-G3 on 
August 30, and she did so in 
impressive fashion. 

The daughter of Tale of the 
Cat grabbed the lead after a half- 
mile and poured it on late for 
a five and three-quarter-length 


score, covering the six furlongs 
in 1:10.93 under Jose Ferrer. 

Longshot Whirlwind Char- 
lott, a daughter of Real Quiet, 
held on for second, with Stand 
On Top rallying for third. As 
the 7-5 choice in the eight-horse 
field, Feline Story returned 
$4.80. 

Feline Story made her career 
debut at Belmont on June 4 
and romped to a near 12-length 
victory over a sloppy track. She 
returned to win the $100,000 
Astoria Stakes by four lengths 
June 29, then was fourth in the 
Grade 2 Schuylerville Stakes at 
Saratoga on July 23. With the 
victory in the Sorority, Feline 
Story increased her bankroll to 
$159,780. 

Millionaire North East 
Bound, winner of the Meadow- 
lands Cup-G2 and runner-up 
in the $1 million Breeders’ Cup 
Mile-Gl in 2000, returned to 
Monmouth’s turf course on 
August 31 in the $50,000 Bob 
Harding Stakes, a one-mile turf 
event named for the late Newark 
Star-Ledger racing writer, finishing 
second to Spruce Run. 

Now 7, North East Bound 
captured five of his eight 
appearances in 2000, then won 
the $226,600 Maker’s Mark 
Mile-G2 at Keeneland in 2001 
and the $145,500 Canadian Turf 
Handicap-G3 at Gulfstream 
Park in 2002. Prior to the Bob 
Harding, he earned just $940 in 
2003. 

“He’s older now and maybe 
he’s lost a few steps, but he’s still 
a tryer,” said trainer Bill Perry. 

The Sleeter family had a big 
day on September 7, winning 
with three horses— Stretchin’ 
North, Something Smith and 
Eastern Gale —owned by fam¬ 
ily patriarch Gerry Sleeter and 
trained by his son Kevin. 

Two of those runners, Some¬ 
thing Smith and Eastern Gale, 
returned to win on New Jersey 
Thoroughbred Festival Day, 
September 20, the first program 
devoted exclusively to Jersey- 
bred runners at Monmouth. 
Eastern Gale ran for new con¬ 
nections however, having been 
claimed by Kathleen DeMasi for 
$20,000 in his previous start. 

Something Smith is the win- 
ningest horse at the Monmouth 
meet, with five victories from

Edward Ciresa's Presiden- 
tialaffair took command early 
and rolled to his third straight 
victory—and fourth of the Mon¬ 
mouth meet—in a $36,000 
optional claiming/allowance fea¬ 
ture on September 19. 

Trained by Martin Ciresa, 
the owner's son, and ridden by 
Elvis Trujillo, the 4-year-old son 
of Not For Love scored by four 
and a half lengths and stopped 
the timer in 1:39.55 for the one 
mile and 70 yards over a fast 
main track. 

That time was just one-fifth 
of a second off the track record 
held jo indy by Razzle Dazzle 
Rey, Back Bay Banquet and 
Grecian Flight. 

Presidentialaffair won allow¬ 
ance races at Monmouth on 
August 6 and September 1. 
Ciresa claimed him for $20,000 
from a winning race on June 28. 

New Farm's Wild Snitch, 
injured during the running of 
the Miss Woodford Stakes on 
August 23, was recovering after 
surgery at Dr. Scott Palmer's 
clinic in Clarksburg, N.J. 

“They've changed the cast 
a few times and so far it looks 
good," said trainer Ben Perkins 





Jr. “But she's not out of the 
woods yet." 

Wild Snitch, winner of last 
year's Sorority Stakes-G3, suf¬ 
fered a condylar fracture of her 
right foreleg. When her recovery 
is complete, the Forest Wildcat 
filly will be sent to join owner Eb 
Novak's New Farm broodmare 
band. Wild Snitch has a record 
of three-one-one in seven starts 
and total earnings of $151,600. 

Alfredo Clemente arrived 
in the United States from Peru 
looking to make a name for him¬ 


self in a new country and at a 
new race track, Monmouth Park. 

By all accounts, he's done 
that. The 27-year-old jockey, 
who has been riding since 1992, 
has ridden 294 horses with 43 
wins through September 21, 
good for sixth place in the 
Monmouth standings and the 
highest of any of the new riders 
trying Monmouth for the first 
time this year. 

“It's a lot different than 
Peru," said Clemente. “Down 
there, there's just one track, but 


here there's a lot of tracks and a 
lot of riders from everywhere." 

Clemente was among the 
leading riders and the winningest 
stakes riders in his home coun¬ 
try last year. Before this season, 
Clemente had been to the U.S. 
just once, to ride a stakes horse 
at Belmont in 1995. 

“I used to go to the races with 
my father," Clemente said. “He 
was a horseplayer and I always 
o went with him. My neighbor in 
o- Peru was an apprentice and he 
| introduced me to a few people 
S at the track and that's how I 
became a jockey." 

Before turning to the race 
track, Clemente graduated from 
the Universidad Ricardo Palma, 
located in Minaflores, Peru, with 
a degree in electronics. 

After the Monmouth meet, 
Clemente planned to ride at 
the Meadowlands and then at 
Aqueduct this winter. 

Through September 21, the 
jockeys' race at Monmouth was 
a runaway for Joe Bravo, who 
was out in front with 108 victo¬ 
ries, 31 more than Jose Ferrer. 
Rounding out the top five were 
Julian Pimentel with 64 wins, 13 
more than Chuck C. Lopez. Jose 
Velez Jr. has 49. # 


DELAWARE 
PARK’S 
WIN RECORD 
FALLS TO 
TRAINER 
SCOTT LAKE

S cott Lake broke the record 
for most wins by a trainer at 
a Delaware Park meet. His 
record-setting 88th victory came 
in the sixth race on September 
17 when Charles Burnside and 
Finish Line Racing Stable's 
Charismatic Caller, ridden by 
Roberto Alvarado, scored by a 
length in his debut in a 2-year- 
old maiden special going six 
furlongs. 

The previous record was held 
by Tim Ritchey, who saddled 87 
winners at Delaware in 2001. 

“This feels great," said Lake, 
who won a total of three races 
on the September 17 card. “This 
is something we were striving for 
when we started this meet. Last 
year, we fell short, so this was 
something we definitely had our 
eye on this year." 

Last year, the 38-year-old 
native of Harrisburg, Pa., was 
the leading trainer at Delaware 
Park with 84 winners. 


Trainer Mike Rogers cele¬ 
brated Labor Day in high style 
when he saddled Anthony Len- 
ci's Mile to win the $59,000 
Leader of the Band Stakes, for 
3-year-olds and up at a mile and 
a sixteenth moved off the turf to 
the main track. 

Rogers, a former leading con¬ 
ditioner at Philadelphia Park who 
now is domiciled at Delaware, 
has been having a good season 
in Stanton with nearly 40 run¬ 
ners winning 13 races (through 
late September). 

Mile, a 5-year-old gelded son 
of Hennessy—Lill's Cutlass, by 
Cutlass, was the second choice in 
the Leader of the Band behind 
heavily favored Equality, who is 
trained by H. Graham Motion. 
Under a heady ride by Oliver 
Castillo, Mile stalked the early 
pace and weaved his way through 
traffic on the far turn to collar 
the pacesetters with a furlong 
remaining and drove clear in 


1:44.63. Broadway Johnny and 
early leader Elberton completed 
the trifecta, while Equality was 
fourth. 

Jockey Clinton Potts returned 
to action in the second race 
on September 2, nearly three 
months after he was seriously 
injured in a training accident 
at Delaware on May 24. Unfor¬ 
tunately for Potts, his first 
mount back, Flaming Sword, 
broke down in that race, but he 
escaped unharmed. 

At the time of his injury, 
Potts had won 19 races from 
101 starts. Last year, he finished 
third in the jockey standings in 
his first full season riding at 
Delaware. 

“I couldn't do anything for 
a while until my collarbone 
healed," said Potts. “My pelvic 
bone was fractured, so I had 
a hard time getting around. I 
galloped and breezed horses for 
two weeks prior to my first race

back to get into riding shape. It's 
always unfortunate when you get 
hurt, but that's part of the busi¬ 
ness when you're working with 
horses." 

The 11th annual Owners' 
Day, sponsored joindy by Dela¬ 
ware Park and the Delaware 
Thoroughbred Horsemen's Assoc¬ 
iation, attracted a total of 148 
horses for the 13-race card on 
September 6. As owners, train¬ 
ers and breeders celebrated the 
fruits of their labors while enjoy¬ 
ing lunch under enormous white 
tents in the paddock, Joseph 
Shields Jr.'s House Party won 
the richest race of the afternoon, 
the $200,000 Endine Handicap- 
G3, in dramatic fashion. 

Under Jose Santos, House 
Party, a 3-year-old daughter of 
French Deputy, equaled the 
23-year-old track record for six 


furlongs by covering the distance 
in 1:08.35 over a fast main track, 
her first attempt against older 
foes. The original record of 
1:08 Ve> was set by Damitrius on 
September 2,1980. 

Vision in Flight, with Gary 
Boulanger aboard, was a length 
back in second, while Mooji 
Moo, trained by Tim Hills, was 
third with Abdiel Toribio up. 

House Party, trained by H. 
Allen Jerkens, raised her career 
record to six wins from 13 starts 
with earnings of $584,564. 

‘"When I called on her the last 
quarter-mile she came to the out¬ 
side and just rolled," said Santos. 
“The last quarter-mile, I basically 
let her do what she wanted to do 
because she was going so easily. 
If I had known she was going to 
equal the track record, I would 
have probably pushed her a little

Also on the card, Santos 
booted S A Partnership's Coun¬ 
try Be Gold home to win the 
$75,000 Owners' Day Handicap, 
a mile and a sixteenth test for 3- 
year-olds and up. 

A 6-year-old son of Summer 
Squall trained by Reynaldo 
Nobles, Country Be Gold won 
by a length and three-quarters 
over Judge's Case and Invent. 
He was timed in 1:49.40, and 
his career earnings now stand at 
$540,521. 

Skymarc Farm Inc.'s Madeira 
Mist (Ire) won the $75,000 
George Rosenberger Memorial 
under leading rider Ramon Dom¬ 
inguez. A 4-year-old daughter 
of Grand Lodge, she scored 
by a neck. Media Access, rid¬ 
den by Jeremy Rose, finished 


second, while Katzen, with 
Oliver Castillo aboard, was third. 
Madeira Mist covered the mile 
and a sixteenth in 1:43.91 over 
a turf course rated good and 
returned $3.80 as the odds-on 
favorite in the field of nine. 

The Irish-bred trained by 
Christophe Clement increased 
her career record to five wins 
from 12 starts with earnings of 
$271,683. 

Trainer Michael Dickinson 
saddled Galopp LLC's 2-year- 
old Paddington to win the 
$58,700 Whirling Ash Stakes on 
September 13. 

Best recognized for his prow¬ 
ess with turf runners and older 
horses, Dickinson has proven 
adept with juveniles, too, as Pad¬ 
dington has now won two of 
three. 
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A son of Saint Balia do— 
Painted Portrait, by Naevus, pur¬ 
chased as a yearling for $40,000 
at the Keeneland September sale, 
Paddington completely domin¬ 
ated his six rivals in the one-mile 
test, drawing off under Rodrigo 
Madrigal Jr. to post a five-length 
tally in 1:37.71 over a sloppy 
surface. Capejinsky, a son of 
Cape Town, and Venizia, by Old 


Trieste, were second and third 
respectively. 

German-based Galopp LLC 
also owns the good 3-year-old 
Soto, a Dickinson-trained son of 
Dehere who won the Kentucky 
Jockey Club Stakes-G2 and West 
Virginia Derby-G3 and was sec¬ 
ond in the Grade 2 Super Derby 
to Ten Most Wanted. 

Galopp has captured a record 
17 German Derbys, and operates 


the oldest stud farm in Germany. 
The ownership is made up of 
Baroness Karin von Ullman, her 
son Baron George von Ullman, 
and his wife, Baroness Carena. 

Torrential rains that pum- 
meled northern Delaware and 
portions of Chester County, Pa., 
forced Delaware Park to cancel 
its card of September 15 as two 
entrances to the race track were 
flooded and impassable by car. 


The track reopened for simul¬ 
casting at noon. 

On September 18 and 19, 
two dark days for Delaware, the 
remnants of Hurricane Isabel 
didn’t affect full-card simulcast¬ 
ing or the slots operation, but 
the $200,000 Caesar Rodney 
Stakes, scheduled for September 
20, was postponed a week due to 
very soft turf. 


PHILADELPHIA 
PARK TRAINER 
BILL MCCARTHY 
HAS FORMULA 
FOR SUCCESS 

LINDA DOUGHERTY 


B ill McCarthy can literally 
be considered a “lifesaver.” 
Without his interven¬ 
tion, the multiple winner Secret 
Formula would not be alive 
today. Without McCarthy’s caring 
and concern, Secret Formula’s 
dam Formula, and his sire Ocean 
Splash, would have met an uncer¬ 
tain fate at a killer’s auction. 

It all began five years ago, 
when McCarthy trained the hard- 
knocking Formula, a daughter of 
Baederwood, at his Philadelphia 
Park base. “I dropped her in 
for $10,000, and lost her,” said 
McCarthy. “Then in her next 
start, she broke down. She was 
never going to race again. She 
was beautiful—nearly jet black— 
and had the most heart of any 
horse I trained. I bought her for 
$300, and had to bring her back 
to my barn in an ambulance.” 

McCarthy soon discovered 
that Formula had shattered a 
knee, and decided to try to save 
her for breeding purposes. He 
sent her to Vicki Herlinger’s 
farm in Hilltown, Pa., where she 
had to adjust to a stall-bound 
existence. Eventually she became 
sound enough that McCarthy 
started thinking about sending 
her to Kentucky to be bred to 
the stallion Storm Boot, whom 


he had also trained. But he was 
concerned that Formula could 
not withstand the van ride. 

About that time, McCarthy 
was training some horses for 
Henry Worcester. Worcester 
bought a three-horse package 
from trainer Damon Pollard, 
and included in the deal was 
the 9-year-old Ocean Splash, an 
earner of just over $300,000. 
Ocean Splash was “shot” as a 
race horse, said McCarthy, and 
was going to be sent to the sales 
in New Holland, Pa. 

“He had raced his whole 
career listed as a gelding,” said 
McCarthy, “but one day, while 
giving him a bath, I discovered 
that he was a double ridgeling, 
and nobody else had noticed. 
Being by Clever Trick and out 
of a mare that was a half-sister 
to a number of stakes winners, 
including Gala Lil, I thought he 
had the credentials to become a 
good stallion.” 

McCarthy acquired Ocean 
Splash from Worcester and sent 
the horse to Herlinger’s farm to 
begin his stud career. The first 
mare McCarthy sent to him was 
Formula, and she produced a 
jet-black colt like herself, named 
Secret Formula. 

“Five weeks after the colt 
was born, Formula colicked 
and died,” said McCarthy. “He 
was an orphan, so we sent 
him to Justaplain Farm [near 
Cochranville, Pa.], which special¬ 
izes in raising orphan foals. 

“Of the 26 orphans he was 
with, he was the boss,” said 
McCarthy. Eventually, McCar¬ 
thy’s friend and noted steeple¬ 
chase trainer Janet Elliot took 
Secret Formula to her farm, 
where he was broken; he then 
received his early training in 
South Carolina. 


But the drama doesn’t stop 
there. McCarthy said that Secret 
Formula colicked badly during 
his 2-year-old year, but unlike his 
dam he survived the experience. 

After making his first few 
starts for McCarthy, Secret 
Formula was claimed for $17,500 
by trainer Scott Lake, for whom 
he’s won three races. 

While he’s sad that he no 
longer owns and trains Secret 
Formula, McCarthy is enjoying 
the Pennsylvania-bred breeder 
bonuses that the horse is earn¬ 
ing. 

“In my first attempt at breed¬ 
ing, I took a $300 mare, a free 
breeding, and have made about 
$30,000,” he said. “The thing 
that makes me proudest, though, 
is that I saved all their lives.” 

It was an eventful beginning to 
the career of Barbara J. Geraghty’s 
Ten Inches of Snow. 

As he came onto the track 
for the post parade for his debut 
earlier this spring, Ten Inches 
of Snow shook loose from his 
jockey and pony, and ran loose 
up the seven-furlong chute. 

The 3-year-old son of Alyten 
—December Snow, by Leematt, 
then jumped the rail and got 
hung up on the wire chain-link 
fence that encircles the Phila¬ 
delphia oval. 

After he was rescued and 
returned to trainer Anthony 
Correnti’s barn, his injuries were 
assessed by the track veterinar¬ 
ian. 

“He was cut up all over,” said 
Correnti, one of the veterans 
on the Philadelphia backstretch. 
“He needed 12 stitches on a 
front leg, 12 stitches on his head, 
and he was bruised up. I never 
thought he’d race again.” 

Correnti said that after plenty 
of TLC, and gelding, Ten Inches 


of Snow rebounded and resumed 
training for his first start. 

On June 14, Ten Inches of 
Snow finished ninth in $25,000 
maiden claiming company. On 
September 16, Correnti dropped 
him in for maiden claiming 
$8,000, and he got the job done 
at 23-1, rallying from just off the 
pace under Hiram Rivera to post 
a two-length victory. 

The filly equivalent to the 
Pennsylvania Derby-G3 on 
September 1, the $100,000 Penn¬ 
sylvania Oaks, attracted a field 
of seven 3-year-old fillies, and 
favoritism, as well as the race, 
went to Michael Gill’s City Fire. 

The daughter of Carson City 
had destroyed the field in her 
previous outing when taking 
Monmouth Park’s Serena’s Song 
Stakes by nearly 17 lengths, but 
the Oaks proved much more 
challenging. Setting every frac¬ 
tion, the Mark Shuman trainee 
was all out to hold off Nelson 
Bunker Hunt’s Souris, trained by 
Steve Asmussen. The margin of 
victory was a neck, with a final 
time of 1:41.60 for the mile and 
70 yards over a sloppy track. 
The only locally based runner, 
Ladyecho (trained by John 
Servis), was third. 

City Fire has been a model 
of consistency this year, finish¬ 
ing first or second in six of her 
seven starts, five in stakes. The 
Oaks victory boosted her earn¬ 
ings to $270,613. 

The $75,000 Steve Van Buren 
Handicap at seven furlongs for 
older fillies and mares drew a 
field of 11 (all 4 and 5-year- 
olds) on the Pennsylvania Derby 
undercard. The 1.30-1 choice, 
graded stakes winner Miss 
Lodi, started out well while lay¬ 
ing second just off pacesetter

25TH PENNSYLVANIA 
DERBY IS TRULY GRAND 


U nbeaten but untested against 
graded stakes competition, 
Earle I. Mack's Grand 
Hombre was the wildcard in a 
talented and wide-open Grade 
3 Pennsylvania Derby field at 
Philadelphia Park on Labor Day, 
September 1. 

Trainer Dennis Manning had 
brought along the son of Grand 
Slam slowly, and before the Penn¬ 
sylvania Derby, which had its 
purse boosted from $500,000 
to $750,000 for this year's 25th 
renewal, he'd only made three 
starts, and none at age 2. 

“He needed time to grow," 
said Manning, a 30-year veteran 
of the New England and New 
Jersey circuits. “He was very 
immature." 

When Grand Hombre made 
his debut, on March 8 at Gulf- 
stream Park, the results were 
spectacular. Under Edgar Prado, 
he zipped six furlongs in 1:08.66, 
earning a 100 Beyer speed figure 
and raising more than a few 
eyebrows. 

Manning then shipped Grand 
Hombre and the rest of his 
stable to Monmouth Park, where 
he'd been stabled since the late 
1980s. But an extremely wet 
spring curtailed Manning's plans 
to get Grand Hombre to the $1 
million Haskell Invitational on 
August 3, forcing the implemen¬ 
tation of Plan B, which included 
the Pennsylvania Derby. 

Prepped in two allowance 
races at Monmouth, each at 
longer distances, Grand Hombre 
came through with flying colors, 
winning each test easily. Although 
the competition in those allow¬ 
ances was mediocre, Manning 
had nothing but confidence in 
his charge when he made the 
trip to Bensalem, Pa., for the 
Pennsylvania Derby, where he'd 
face the likes of multiple Grade 1 
winner Toccet plus Grade 3 win¬ 
ner Dynever, who was fourth in 
the Belmont Stakes-Gl. 

The field for the mile and 
an eighth Pennsylvania Derby 
also included Tafaseel, fourth 
in the Jim Dandy Stakes-G2 at 


Saratoga; Domestic Dispute, 
winner of the Grade 2 Santa 
Catalina in California in January; 
Gimmeawink, winner of four 
stakes in 2003, most recently the 
Riviello Cup at Philadelphia in 
August, and Riviello runner-up 
Valleyman; Max Forever, winner 
of the Long Branch Breeders' 
Cup Stakes at Monmouth Park 
in July; Ashmore, second behind 
Toccet in an overnight handicap 
at Philadelphia on August 19, 
plus Christine's Oudaw, who had 
Delaware's leading rider, Ramon 
Dominguez, named. 

Manning had tabbed Joe 
Bravo, Monmouth Park's lead¬ 
ing rider, for the Pennsylvania 
Derby assignment on Grand 
Hombre. The two had teamed 
up 10 days earlier at Saratoga, 
when Bravo booted home Mac 
Fehsenfeld's Valid Video in the 
Grade 1 King's Bishop Stakes. It 
was Manning's first-ever Grade 1 
victory, and he hoped the good 
karma would rub off on Grand 
Hombre in Bensalem. 

It did. 

Over a track listed as sloppy, 
but which was deep and had 
standing water along the inside, 
Bravo wanted to ease Grand 
Hombre to an outside path but 
was trapped along the inside, 
shuffled back to sixth in the 
early going. Bravo hoped the colt 
wouldn't react negatively to hav¬ 
ing mud kicked in his face for the 
first time, and he didn't. 

“I was definitely concerned 
about how he might react," said 
Bravo. “But he never flinched. 
He stayed very relaxed and gave 
me every bit of confidence. He 
may have only raced four times, 
but he displayed maturity well 
beyond his experience." 

As Gimmeawink and Rod 
Madrigal made the early pace, 
Bravo plotted his escape from 
his rail position. As the field 
neared the half-mile pole. Grand 
Hombre was finally moved 
outside horses and then quickly 
accelerated up to Gimmeawink 
and Christine's Outlaw, the latter

of whom was starting to drop 
back a bit under Tony Black. 

In the blink of an eye, 
Grand Hombre was abreast of 
Gimmeawink, and then past. 
With only mild encouragement 
from Bravo, Grand Hombre 
began moving away from the 
rest of the field with long, pow¬ 
erful strides, winning by five and 
a quarter lengths in what can be 
described as a dominating per¬ 
formance. 

Gimmeawink gamely held 
on to second, while longshot 
Ashmore, with Jeremy Rose up, 
outdueled Christine's Outlaw 
for third. 

Favored Dynever and Edgar 
Prado were a non-threatening 
sixth, and second choice Toccet 
and Jorge Chavez never got in 
the mix and finished fifth. 

The time was 1:49.03, and 
Grand Hombre earned $450,000 
for the victory. Sent off at 5-1, 
he returned $13.40 to his sup¬ 
porters. His career record stands 
at four starts, four wins and total 
earnings of $516,000. 

After the race, Bravo was 
simply aglow. 

“The track all day was favor¬ 
ing speed," said Bravo, “and it 
was better to be off the fence. I 
knew the other riders would be 
trying to get early position, so I 
decided to take back a bit. And 
what a move he made down the 
backside! He was going by those 
horses like they were trees." 

Manning said the span 
between the King's Bishop and 
the Pennsylvania Derby was 
the “best 10 days of my 30-year 
career." A native of Brockton, 
Mass., Manning, 55, first condi¬ 


tioned horses at Suffolk Downs 
and Rockingham, then made 
the move to the Jersey circuit 
in 1987. 

Among the top horses trained 
by Manning were Snappy Land¬ 
ing, third behind Arazi in the 
1991 Breeders' Cup Juvenile-Gl, 
and multiple stakes winner Key 
Lory, who recently was retired. 

“I was impressed with Grand 
Hombre from the beginning," 
said Manning. “He really has 
performed up to my expecta¬ 
tions. And I was very confident 
coming here for the Pennsylvania 
Derby." 

Of his late-summer stakes 
spree. Manning said: “This is 
like a dream, really. I don't get 
the opportunity to train very 
many graded stakes winners." 

After the Pennsylvania Derby, 
Manning and owner/breeder 
Mack said that Grand Hombre's 
next start was undecided, but on 
September 11 it was announced 
that Grand Hombre had been 
sold to Sheikh Mohammed's 
Darley operation. The price was 
believed to be in excess of $1.5 
million, and he was transferred 
to trainer Tom Albertrani's barn 
in New York on September 10. 

Grand Hombre is out of the 
champion Chilean mare Santona, 
but failed to meet his $40,000 
reserve when consigned by Nick 
de Meric, agent, at the 2002 
Fasig-Tipton Calder 2-year-olds 
in training sale. “I believe this 
is the best horse I ever bred," 
said Mack. “But sometimes you 
have to make difficult decisions 
in this business, and selling him 
was one of them." 

/Linda Dougherty 
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Umpateedle, but faded to finish 
next-to-last. 

Powering away over the slop¬ 
py going was 12-1 shot Barbara 
O’Brien, a daughter of Eltish 
who drew in off the also-eligible 
list. Trained by Harry Benson for 
Double S Stable, the 4-year-old 
was the lightweight in the field, 
carrying 111 pounds, including 
jockey Joe Bravo, and scored 
by two and a half lengths over 
Drexel Monorail. 

Barbara O’Brien, making 
only her ninth career start, fin¬ 
ished second twice in her two 
other stakes efforts, including 
a nose defeat in the Thomas J. 
Malley at Monmouth in May. 
Her first stakes score netted her 
$45,000, pushing her earnings to 
$128,695. 

Joseph Asbell’s Tsuzomin, 
a juvenile son of You and I— 
Stoneleigh’s Hope, by Damascus, 
kept his career record perfect at 
two starts, two wins, when he 
captured a $20,880 allowance 
test at six furlongs on September 
14 under Luis Munar. 

Trained by Phil Aristone, 
Tsuzomin saved ground early 
in the six-furlong race, then 
launched a big rally on a track 
listed as sloppy, took the lead 
in the final sixteenth, and drew 


northern California. She would 
take horses who no longer could 
compete at Bay Meadows, re¬ 
train them for careers in the 
show ring or as hunters, and sell 
them. 

“I really thought I would start 
a business doing that,” Stortz 
said. But she became more 
interested in the race track and 
soon began galloping horses in 
the mornings. After her current 
agent, Mark North, saw her ride 
against perennial leading jockey 
Russell Baze in a workout, he 
suggested that she consider get¬ 
ting her apprentice license. 

Stortz was, at that time, about 
20 pounds too heavy to ride in 
the afternoon. 

“I told her, ‘Lose the weight, 
and you’ll make it,’” said North, 
a former jockey who once rode 
on the New Jersey circuit. 

Stortz, 26, began dieting with 
a vengeance. “All I would eat was 
a banana in the morning, a salad 
for lunch, and then some fish for 
dinner,” she said. The diet, plus 
a lot of hard work, helped the 
pounds melt away. 

She rode her first winner 
at Golden Gate Fields last 
February, then moved to Ellis 
Park. She found, however, that 
a jockey colony that numbered 


away handily to win by three 
lengths in 1:12.57. 

“He really impressed me,” 
said Aristone, whose family owns 
Indian Mills Stock Farm in New 
Jersey, former home of the pop¬ 
ular Bombay Duck. “He took so 
much mud in the face that his 
eyes were almost closed.”

STAKES HONOR 
BELOVED

C harles Town fans were 
witness to a trio of seven- 
furlong stakes races for 
accredited West Virginia-bred 
runners on September 13. The 
Roger Van Hoozer, Robert R. 
Hilton and Millard R. Harrell 
were carded as races four, six and 
seven on the program, each race 
named in memory of a beloved 
local figure. A large crowd was 
in attendance in hopes of gain¬ 
ing a glimpse of horses to watch 


for the October 11 Breeders 
Classics. 

The Roger Van Hoozer 
Memorial for fillies and mares 
turned out to be an exciting 
duel between two daughters of 
the Verification mare Roberta 
Grump. The Kenneth Pitta- 
owned entry of 4-year-old Shes- 
anothergrump (by Weshaam) 
and her 6-year-old half-sister 
Sweet Annuity (by Oh Say), both 
trained by Karen Duke, went 
postward as prohibitive favorite 
in a disappointingly short field 
of five and finished one-two. 
Racing as a team to the finish 
line, the 1-9 combo significandy 
outclassed their competition, 
crossing the wire a neck apart, 
12 lengths ahead of third-placed 
Sweet Music. 

Leading jockey Anthony 
Mawing, the regular pilot for 
team grump, sported a large 


smile in the winner’s circle, pos¬ 
sibly envisioning larger paydays 
to come. 

Sweet Annuity was allowed 
to set comfortable early fractions 
under rider Richard Cornwell, 
as Shesanothergrump tracked 
her every move. On the far turn 
the stablemates widened on the 
modest group, leaving no doubt 
as to the outcome. The exacta 
returned a mere $3.80 with no 
place or show wagering allowed. 
Time, over a muddy track, was 
1:28.06. 

The $35,000 prep left many 
wondering about the com¬ 
petitiveness of the older filly and 
mare division. Lucrative incen¬ 
tives provided by slot revenue 
appear to not yet impact this 
category. 

Roger Vanhoozer was a 
jockey who helped and inspired 
many other riders after suffering 


better than 60 riders didn’t 
afford her many opportunities. 
After riding 29 winners, she 
called North and said, “Let’s 
go to Philadelphia Park.” The 
duo arrived in Bensalem in mid- 
August, rented two rooms in the 
local Red Roof Inn, and began 
husding mounts. 

Through September 15, 
seven-pound apprentice Stortz 
had won five races and hit the 
board six times from 21 starts, 
even venturing to Monmouth 
Park to ride on Philly’s dark 
days.

Delappe is well- 
known in the Mid-Atlantic 
region from his former business 
associations with Rick Wilson 
and Herbie Castillo Jr. 

“We’re staying at Philadelphia 
because of the possibility of 
slots and the bigger purses,” said 
Delappe. ^ 


debilitating injuries in a fall in 
1978. The West Virginia resident 
died of cancer in November 
1993 at the age of 42. 

The sixth race was named for 
one of Charles Town’s all-time 
prolific trainers, the late Robert 
Hilton. Many family members 
and friends gathered to salute 
the man who saddled more than 
2,500 winners in a stellar career, 
before his death at age 66 in July 
1998. The race drew an evenly 
matched field of 10. 

Heading the parade for 
favoritism at the windows was 
Tex Mullins’s Cape Power.

Mawing, whose appetite for stakes 
successes continues unbounded. 

Adams Tribe was a gallant 
competitor in defeat and his 
connections saw some hope that 
this race will help him regain last 
year’s form, in which he earned 
$105,030 and was named West 
Virginia-bred champion 3-year- 
old male. Longshot Shark Eye 
looked like a million dollars in 
the paddock, and though still eli¬ 
gible for a never-won-two condi¬ 
tioned race, checked in third. 

The final prep race on the 
program was the Millard Harrell 
Memorial for 3-year-olds—a race 
named for the horseman who 
played a key role in the estab¬ 
lishment of the West Virginia 
Thoroughbred Development 
Fund in 1984. Harrell continued 
to oversee the Fund until his 
death, at age 75, in April 2002. 

The only two stakes winners 
in the field of eight— Longfield 
Spud and Forever Joe—monop¬ 
olized the attention of the bet¬ 
ting public. Forever Joe, trained 


by Maryland-based powerhouse 
Dale Capuano, was coming 
off a four-month respite and 
did not run well at all. He took 
himself out of the race early 
and appeared to severely dislike 
the track surface. Meanwhile the 
rapid Longfield Spud, under the 
guidance of veteran jockey Larry 
Reynolds, made every pole a 
winning one. 

Setting realistic fractions en 
route to a dominating perfor¬ 
mance, the son of Mercer Mill 
continues to exhibit his fondness 
for the gooey going. He stopped 
the teletimer in 1.26.78, by far 
the most impressive accomplish¬ 
ment of the night. 

Nearly 10 lengths back, the 
battle was clearly for second 
place and Taylor Mountain 
Farm’s Straight Star got the 
billing. Spot Can Run, with sub¬ 
stitute jockey Anthony Mawing, 
was third. Mawing picked up the 
mount on the diminutive runner 
when scheduled jockey Travis 


Dunkelberger fell off in the post 
parade, sustaining an injury. 

Gaynor and Hough Stables’ 
Donald’s Pride easily cap¬ 
tured the Frank Gall Memorial 
Handicap on August 23, for his 
third victory, and second stakes 
win, in a row. 

The Gall at seven furlongs 
attracted top local sprinters, many 
of whom were pointing for the 
sprint event on Breeders Classics 
night. But Donald’s Pride had 
no such designs, since he is not 
Breeders Classics-eligible. 

Challenging for the $40,000 
purse in the Gall was a solid field 
of 10 with unusual variety in age, 
sex and earnings. The field ran a 
gamut from 3-year-olds to 8- 
year-olds and even had one filly 
(Shesanothergrump) testing her 
prowess against the boys. 

The public’s attention vacil¬ 
lated between Donald’s Pride, 
Cape Power and the entry of 
Parisian Lord and Longfield 
Spud. Nearing post time Patty 
Burns-trained Donald’s Pride, 


returning from victory in the 
Robert G. Leavitt Memorial 
Stakes two weeks earlier, cap¬ 
tured the favorite’s role. Morning 
line odds of 10-1 were definitely 
not justified for this rapidly 
improving 3-year-old son of 
Deputed Testamony. 

Donald’s Pride shifted into 
another gear turning for home 
and surged to a four and a 
quarter-length score. Anthony 
Mawing rode a solid race on 
this push button performer 
who rewarded his fans with a 
$6 win ticket. Cape Power com¬ 
pleted the exacta, which returned 
$25.60. Longfield Spud settled 
for third after making the early 
fractions. 

On the gaming front, Charles 
Town Races and Slots has 
opened a new section fittingly 
named Hollywood. The decor 
and amenities are state of the 
art. The spacious surroundings, 
food court and live entertain¬ 
ment stage help to play host to 
now 3,500 slot machines. # 


HARRY 
THOMPSON 
CONTINUES 
REIGN AT 
PENN NATIONAL

H arry Thompson took 
honors as Penn National’s 
leading trainer for the sum¬ 
mer meet (May 1 to August 30), 
with 50 winners from 276 start¬ 
ers. Jose Martinez was second 
with 42 victories, three ahead 
of Bruce Kravets. The top five 
also included John Zimmerman 
with 32 wins and Todd Beattie, 
who had 25 wins from just 90 
starts. 

Thomas Clifton took the 
jockeys’ title with 76 wins from 
330 mounts. David Cora won 72 
races from 418 mounts to rank 
second, and Emilio Flores was 
third with 56 victories. Vladimir 


Diaz (52 wins) and appprentice 
Edwin Perez (49 wins) rounded 
out the top five. 

After nearly a two-week 
hiatus, live racing resumed at 
Penn National the evening of 
September 11. The winner of 
the first event was Mi 11 town Road 
Associate’s Betty’s Solutions, a 
3-year-old daughter of Eltish out 
of graded stakes winner Betty 
Lobelia who took the mile and 
70 yard test for fillies and mares 
by three-quarters of a length 
for trainer David Geist and was 
promptly claimed for $7,500. As 
the 1 -5 favorite, Betty’s Solutions 
gave her many supporters a few 
anxious moments in midstretch 
when, coasting along on an 
eight-length lead, she became 
distracted by something along 
the inside and began to drift out. 

That left the inside open 
for 28-1 Halory’s Secret, who 
rallied furiously under Tara 
Hemmings and stuck her head in 
front inside the eighth pole. But 
jockey Emilio Flores went to the 
stick and Betty’s Solutions dug in 
gamely to regain the lead and get 
the victory in 1:48.86, much to 
the relief of chalk players. 


Later in the card, Flores and 
Geist teamed up for another 
exciting score, this time with R. 
Louis Nappi’s Freezer, a 3-year- 
old son of Alphabet Soup. 

In the one mile, 70-yard test 
for $4,000 claimers, Freezer sat 
under a rating hold by Flores, 
then unleashed a big run to 
seize the lead from J J’s Golden 
Dream in midstretch, opening 
up by length. But Freezer had 
made his run too early; he began 
to falter inside the eighth pole 
and just held off the on-rushing 
Hoss of Fire to prevail by a nose 
in 1:47.92. 

Geist, meanwhile, started the 
fall/winter meet off with a bang. 
Through racing of September 
21, he saddled 10 winners from 
17 starters, and led perennial 
leader Harry Thompson by one 
victory. 

Hurricane Isabel on Sep¬ 
tember 18 caused widespread 
power outages in the Harrisburg 
region, and Penn National can¬ 
celed its evening program after 
two races were in the books, 
though the track was listed as 
fast. The official reason was that 
the jockeys voted not to ride due 


to “inconsistent winds.” The 
track experienced problems with 
its phone and computer systems 
the following morning. 

Despite rainy and sloppy con¬ 
ditions, the September 19 Friday 
night card resumed on schedule. 

Grizzled veteran Sportin’ 
Griff showed he still had plenty 
of get-up-and-go when he rallied 
from dead last in his 144th start 
to win a one-mile contest by a 
head on September 20. 

Owned by David R. Kenney, 
trained by Tim Chase and ridden 
by Chris Baker, the 10-year-old 
son of Sportin’ Life, bred by 
Dr. William Solomon in Penn¬ 
sylvania, returned $82.20 as a 
40-1 longshot. It was Sportin’ 
Griffs 16th lifetime victory. 

Jockey Raina Covington has 
moved her tack to Penn National 
after competing at Philadelphia 
Park for several months. 

Covington’s arrival increases 
the number of female jockeys 
riding at Penn National to three, 
as she joins Tara Hemmings and 
Lauren Vannozzi, both of whom 
rode at Philadelphia before mov¬ 
ing here. ^

B ig news at Timonium? It 
doesn’t usually happen. 
The lone surviving track 
from Maryland’s once-thriving 
half-mile circuit, Timonium runs 
an eight-day meeting concurrent 
with the State Fair each summer. 

The meet, which this year 
took place between August 23 
to September 1, is a step back 
in time, a notch or two lower in 
competition, a window of low¬ 
ered expectations. 

But opening day at this year’s 
Timonium meet countered all 
that. First, there was trainer King 
Leatherbury’s 6,000th victory. 


As reported in last month’s issue 
of this magazine, Leatherbury- 
trained Cherokee Sunrise won 
the seventh race, boosting the 
Maryland native into an elite 
category, along with Dale Baird 
and Jack Van Berg, of three con¬ 
ditioners who have recorded at 
least 6,000 wins. 

Another epochal event took 
place an hour later, with the 4- 
year-old Maryland-bred gelding 
Ameri Brilliance setting a new 
world record for four furlongs. 


It was a $40,000 optional 
claiming race (in which Ameri 
Brilliance, the odds-on favorite 
among four starters, was not 
entered for a tag). But the display 
of raw speed made it a classic. 
Without jockey Omar Klinger 
ever taking to his whip, Ameri 
Brilliance flashed to an eight- 
length score and stopped the 
timer in :43.76, bettering by four- 
tenths of a second the old record 
shared by Adventuresome Love 
and Hafta Nafta, both of whom 
made their mark at Stampede 
Park in Calgary, Alberta. 

Trained by Ben Feliciano Jr., 
Ameri Brilliance was recording 
his fourth win in a row, follow¬ 
ing victories in allowance and 
claiming company at Pimlico 
and Mountaineer. 

Ameri Brilliance’s world 
record is a convergence of fate 
for his owners Elaine and Nick 
Bassford of Davidsonville, Md. 

Bred in the name of the 
Bassfords’ daughter Marshele 
Burgess, Ameri Brilliance is the 
result of crossing the pedigrees 
of two Maryland-bred champi¬ 
ons—both of whom earned that 
honor in 1992 while campaign¬ 
ing for the Bassford family. 

His sire Ameri Valay, cham¬ 
pion Maryland-bred 3-year-old 


colt, stands at Shamrock Farm 
in Woodbine, Md., as the prop¬ 
erty of the Bassfords, and is best 
known for the exploits of his 
son Magic Weisner, winner of 
the 2002 Ohio Derby-G2 and 
runner-up in the Preakness. 

Ameri Brilliance’s dam 
Seeking Brilliance (by Seeking 
the Gold) is the first foal from 
Brilliant Brass (by Marine Brass), 
the Bassford homebred who 
reigned as 1992 Maryland-bred 
horse of the year, a season in 
which she won nine stakes, five 
in graded company. 

Overall, Timonium’s meet was 
considered a success, with total 
on-track handle ($2,950,767) 
rising 10 percent in comparison 
to 2002, said Timonium presi¬ 
dent Max Mosner. 

Timonium’s $5,000 bonus for 
the leading trainer went to Dale 
Capuano, who recorded five 
wins during the meet. ^

ALLEN’S PROSPECT 
DID IT HIS WAY- 
IN A BIG WAY 


H e was not a Mr. Prospector 
wannabe. When Allen’s 
Prospect strolled onto 
Country Life Farm in Bel Air, 
Md., in the fall of 1986, he was 
about to embark on a career 
that would prove him to be one 
of the most influential stallions 
in the region for the past two 
decades. 

The powerfully built bay had 
credentials typical of a son of 
Mr. Prospector entering stud. 
Purchased by famed owner 
and breeder Allen Paulson for 
$560,000 at the Keeneland July 
Yearling sale, Allen’s Prospect 
was a speedster with three vic¬ 
tories from seven lifetime starts, 
all at six furlongs on California 
tracks and all in times of 1:09 
or less. A fractured splint bone 
halted his career. 

Out of the Swaps mare 
Change Water, a half-sister to 
four stakes winners who had 
akeady produced the remarkable 
Grade 1 winner and producer 
Fall Aspen and two other stakes 
horses, Allen’s Prospect was des¬ 
tined to go to stud with Paulson 
retaining interest, but it was 
through the hard work of the 
Ponses of Country Life Farm 
that the young stallion came to 
Maryland. Syndicated into 40 
shares (with Paulson retaining 
10), Allen’s Prospect stood his 
first season in 1987 for $4,000, 
and got 66 mares. 

For 17 years, Allen’s Prospect 
continued to raise the bar in the 
Mid-Atlantic region’s breeding 
sheds. He covered more than 90 
mares for the first time in 1991 
and surpassed a book of 120 five 
years later. 

Allen’s Prospect proved to be 
as prolific a sire of runners and 
winners—83 percent of his foals 
have started and 81 percent of 
those starters have made it to the 
winner’s circle. Combined with 


the large number of foals, Allen’s 
Prospect soared to the top of the 
nation’s leading sire lists by num¬ 
ber of wins for the first time in 
1995, then dominated the list 
from 1998 to 2002, with a career¬ 
topping 256 wins in 2001. 

Currendy Maryland’s top sire 
by lifetime earnings on both the 
general and 2-year-old sire lists, 
Allen’s Prospect has been the 
state’s leading sire six of the 
past seven years. His progeny 
topped the million-dollar mark 
in a single year in 1992, went 
over $2 million two years later 
and soon earned more than $3 
million annually. In 2000, Allen’s 
Prospect became the first Mid- 
Atlantic stallion to top $4 million 
in progeny earnings, and ranked 
12th in the nation in 2001, with 
more than $4.9 million. 

It seems serendipitous that 
Allen’s Prospect arrived in Mary¬ 
land within weeks of the first 
running of the Maryland Million. 
The day of races restricted to 
the offspring of Maryland sires 
would launch, and later add 
accolades, to Allen’s Prospect’s 
career. 

Runners from Allen’s Pros¬ 
pect’s first crop dominated the 
1990 Maryland Million Day 
card, when Paulson’s colt Xray 
took the Nursery and Hal C.B. 
Clagett’s Ameri Allen won the 
Lassie by a head over another 
Allen’s Prospect daughter, 
Ritchie Trail. The Maryland Horse 
reported: “There’s no doubt who 
the star was at this year’s fifth 
anniversary Maryland Million. . . 
More overpowering even than 
Anderson Fowler’s homebred 
entry of Timely Warning and 
Master Speaker, who finished 
one-two in the featured Classic 
. . . more celebrated than Safely 
Kept. . . was Allen’s Prospect, 
who sired the winners of both 
2-year-old races.” 



By year’s end, Allen’s Pros¬ 
pect ranked as the fifth-leading 
freshman sire in the nation. 

Allen’s Prospect tops all Mary¬ 
land sires with 12 additional 
Maryland Million wins, including 
two each by Gin Talking and 
Richard’s Lass. He became only 
the second stallion in Maryland 
Million history to sire four win¬ 
ners on one card, accomplishing 
the feat in 2000 with Gin Talking 
(Oaks), Your Out (Lassie), T P 
Louie (Nursery) and Shamrock 
Isle (Steeplechase). 

Counted among Allen’s 
Prospect’s 58 stakes winners are 
Malibu Stakes-G1 winner King 
of the Heap; the aforementioned 
Gin Talking, a graded stakes 
winner named 2000 Maryland- 
bred horse of the year, and 
four runners with earnings of 
more than a half-million dollars, 
including his leading earner In 
C C’s Honor ($542,581). His six 
stakes winners in 2003 include 
Crossing Point, who set a new 
track record for five furlongs at 
Pimlico on September 14. 

With 14 crops to race, Allen’s 
Prospect has lifetime earnings 
of nearly $39 million, with 695 
starters and 563 winners from 
835 named foals. His average 


earnings per runner is $56,101. 
He has an average of more than 
70 foals in each of his final three 
crops, the last due to arrive in 
2004, so he will be well-repre¬ 
sented for years to come. 

Said Mike Pons, business 
manager of Country Life Farm, 
“He took us on an odyssey. He 
was incredible. It’s humbling how 
much he touched people’s lives 
and how much they loved him. 

“We’ve had people stop us 
to say that Allen’s babies helped 
get their training careers started, 
or put thek kids through college. 
Allen’s Prospect gained respect 
from trainers for getting solid 
horses. The impact this horse had 
on so many lives is incredible.” 

Allen’s Prospect was humanely 
destroyed on September 3 at the 
University of Pennsylvania’s New 
Bolton Center after suffering 
complications following surgery 
to remove a cancerous growth 
from under his throat latch. The 
21-year-old stallion was buried at 
Country Life Farm. 

“He was a gift,” says Pons. 
“He taught us so much and gave 
us the opportunity to learn how 
to handle a highly commercial 
top stallion. He was the alpha 
horse.”

ROGER E MAKES 
DAY FOR CASTLE 
ROCK’S ALYTEN 



P ennsylvania stallion Alyten 
got his first stakes winner 
on Pennsylvania's Day at 
the Races, August 30 at Philadel¬ 
phia Park. 

Alyten's 4-year-old son Roger 
E drew off to an impressive 
six-length score over Docent in 
the Devil's Honor Handicap for 
state-breds, getting seven fur¬ 
longs over the sloppy oval in a 
quick 1:21.99. The second choice 
behind heavily favored Docent, 
Alyten toted second high weight 
of 122 pounds, eight pounds less 
than the runner-up. 

Roger E was bred and cam¬ 
paigned by Roger and Gayle 
Legg until lost in the claim box 
for $25,000 at Laurel Park in 
March of his 3-year-old season to 
his current connections, owner 
Michael Gill and trainer Mark 
Shuman. The first foal out of the 
White Rammer mare Something 
Brazen, Roger E boosted his 
career earnings to $195,968, with 
six wins from 23 starts. Earlier 
this season, he finished third in 
Gulfstream Park's Grade 3 Skip 
Away Handicap. 

Alyten has made his stud 
career at the Giangiulio family's 
Casde Rock Farm in Unionville, 
Pa. The dark bay entered stud in 


1996 after a career in which he 
made 53 starts, won five races 
and placed in 18 others, and 
earned $274,885. 

A middle-distance runner, 
Alyten proved tough in the 
handicap division through age 7, 
placing in eight stakes. His five 
seconds included the Excelsior 
Handicap-G2 to Defensive 
Play; the Grey Lag Breeders' 
Cup Stakes-G3, by a neck to 
Shots Are Ringing; the Turfway 
Championship Handicap to 
Flying Continental; and the 
Widener Handicap to Sports 
View. 

A half-brother to Montjoy 
($663,259, Prix Guillaume d'Or- 
nano-G2, Appleton H-G3, 
etc.) and Instinct ($205,255, 
Top Corsage S, 2nd Arlington 
Oaks-G3, etc.) and to the dam 
of Grade 1-winning millionaire 
Colstar, Alyten is out of Wendy's 
Ten, a stakes-winning daughter 
of Tentam. Wendy's Ten had 12 
victories and amassed $214,061 
while winning or placing in 11 
stakes. 

From five small crops to race 
(his largest crop numbered 17), 
Alyten has sired 28 starters and 
14 winners. He stands as the 
property of a syndicate.

NO ARMISTICE 
NEW TO 

COUNTRY LIFE FARM 



I t didn't take long for broth¬ 
ers Mike and Josh Pons of 
Country Life Farm to begin 
reloading the Bel Air, Md., stal¬ 
lion barn with sire power after 
losing Allen's Prospect and 
Malibu Moon within less than a 
week in early September. 

No Armistice, a graded 
stakes-placed sprinter by Unbrid¬ 
led, arrived at Country Life on 
October 3 and will stand his 
first season in 2004 for $3,000, 
payable when the foal stands and 
nurses. The 6-year-old stallion 
is owned by a partnership of 
B. Wayne Hughes and Country 
Life Farm. 

The arrangement is similar 
to that made with Malibu Moon, 
one of the nation's current lead¬ 
ing freshman sires who entered 
stud at Country Life but was 
recendy moved to stand the 2004 
season in Kentucky. Hughes 
raced Malibu Moon and retained 
a major interest in him when he 
went to stud. 

No Armistice campaigned in 
Hughes's colors over four sea¬ 
sons, during which the burly bay 
made 14 starts, won four races 
and placed in seven others while 
amassing $211,200. He recorded 


three consecutive graded stakes 
placings, from five and a half to 
six and a half furlongs, leading 
off with the 2002 Los Angeles 
Handicap-G3 at Hollywood 
Park, in which he prompted the 
pace through fractions of :21.49, 
:43.64 and :56.02, then just failed 
to hold off sprint champion 
Kona Gold, who stopped the 
clock in 1:08.72 for six furlongs. 

Less than a month later. No 
Armistice shipped to Churchill 
Downs and faced eventual 
Eclipse Award-winning sprinter 
Orientate in the Aristides Handi¬ 
cap-G3. Dueling with Orientate 
through splits of :22:09, :44.42 
and 1:08.30, No Armistice 
finished third, while Orientate 
completed the six and a half 
furlongs in 1:14.41, one-fifth off 
the track record. 

Away from the races for six 
months. No Armistice returned 
on January 1,2003, to once again 
face Kona Gold. In the five and 
a half-furlong El Cone jo Handi- 
cap-G3, No Armistice fought for 
the lead, with fractions of :21.43, 
:44.47 and :56.50, and battled 
to the wire, beaten less than a 
length by winner Kona Gold. 


No Armistice flashed impres¬ 
sive speed in all his wins, includ¬ 
ing gate-to-wire scores in a six- 
furlong allowance at Keeneland 
which he won by seven lengths in 
1:09.31, and his maiden-breaking 
victory at Santa Anita, finishing 
six and a half furlongs in 1:15.97 
while winning by five lengths. 

“I think he's the fastest stal¬ 
lion standing in Maryland," said 
Mike Pons, who noted the farm's 
earlier success with California 
speed horses. “He's a handsome 
bay, very muscular with a beauti¬ 
ful shoulder and a great hip. We 
think he'll be a sire of quick, pre¬ 
cocious runners." 

Out of the stakes-winning 
Tartan Farms-bred mare Ataent- 
sic (by Hold Your Peace), No 
Armistice is a half-brother to 
graded stakes-placed juvenile 
Bick ($369,580, 2nd Rushaway 


S, 3rd Kentucky Cup Juvenile 
S-G3). 

His second dam, the Secre¬ 
tariat mare Mythographer, is 
also the dam of $743,297-earner 
and twice classic-placed Heart 
of Joy, who accounted for four 
graded/group stakes, including 
the Palomar Handicap-G2, and 
was second in both the Irish and 
English 1000 Guineas Stakes-Gl. 
Heart of Joy is the dam of top 
Japanese sprinter Meiner Love. 

Mythographer also has to her 
credit Ataentsic's stakes-winning 
full brother Uene; stakes-placed 
half-sister Mythomania, who 
is the dam of Inexplicable

Sweepstakes H-G3, etc.); and 
Mythical Dancer, whose four 
stakes runners include Forward 
Gal Stakes-G3 winner Midnight 
Cry.

C harles Woodson Jr. has 
added a new stallion to his

The bay horse enters stud 
with two victories (on turf and

Lunar Spook is a full sister 
to stakes-placed Lunar Star 
($137,610, 2nd Lady Hallie H) 
and is a half-sister to Desviacion, 
whose mating with Silver Ghost 
resulted in Lafayette Stakes-G3 
winner Cashel Castle. 

The property of Woodson, 
Ghostly Minister will stand for 
$2,500 live foal, payable when 
the foal stands and nurses, 
with special consideration to 
approved mares. 
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BOP RETURNS HOME 
TO STAND IN VIRGINIA 


W orld record-holder Bop 
has been retired and will 
stand his first season 
in 2004 at Legacy Farm near 
Middleburg, Va. The stud fee for 
the flashy chestnut son of Rahy, 
who was named Virginia-bred 
champion sprinter, turf horse 
and older male in 2002, has been 
set at $2,500. 

“Bop will fit very well in this 
regional market,” said Legacy 
Farm owner Larry Johnson. “He 
is a terrific-looking horse who 
retires as the holder of three 
course records, including a world 
record.” 

Now 6, Bop raced five 
seasons, winning 12 of his 23 
starts, while garnering $365,766. 
Six of his wins were in stakes, 
and all but one of his starts 
were at seven furlongs or less. 
Undefeated at 2, he competed 
on the main track until midway 
through his 4-year-old season 
and accounted for seconds in the 
six-furlong W. Meredith Bailes 
Memorial Stakes, missing by a 


neck to Case Dismissed, and the 
seven-furlong Horatius Stakes. 

Dropping back in distance 
and racing on the turf, Bop 
proved nearly unstoppable. He 
captured Colonial Downs’s 
Punch Line Stakes three times, 
including a course record-set- 
ting effort in the 2002 edition 
in which he completed five fur¬ 
longs on the turf in :55.85. 

From mid-June of 2002 until 
his final start in the Punch Line 
Stakes in mid-June 2003, Bop 
made eight starts and won six, 
including four in a row. His 
world record performance came 
in the Pennsylvania Governor’s 
Cup Handicap at five furlongs 
over Penn National’s turf course. 
His time of :S4% (:54.61) equaled 
General Express’s mark set at 
Monmouth Park in 2000. 

In his first start of 2003, 
Bop lowered Gulfstream Park’s 
course mark for five furlongs 
when taking the Yankee Affair 
Stakes in :55.10 while blistering 
through fractions of :21.43 and 



:43.65. Sent off as favorite in a 
field of 11 next out in Churchill 
Downs’s Aegon Turf Sprint-G3, 
Bop battled for the lead before 
grudgingly giving way to finish 
eighth, just two and a quarter 
lengths behind winner Fiscally 
Speaking. 

During his win streak, Bop 
also accounted for Meadow- 
lands’s Thomas Edison Stakes 
(off the turf), in which he 
defeated Rudirudy and Texas 
Glitter. 

Bred by Keswick Stables and 
W Lazy T, Bop is out of Fappi- 
ano’s stakes-placed daughter 
Golden Guinea and is a half- 
brother to $227,928-earner Hishi 
Treasure, a winner in Japan. 


Bop’s second dam Gold 
Treasure, a stakes-winning 
daughter of Northern Dancer, 
is also the dam of black-type 
winner Crown Silver and the 
granddam of Italian classic win¬ 
ner Zanzibar. 

Bop descends from one of 
Keswick’s foundation mares, 
Treasure Chest, a stakes-winning 
full sister to champion My Dear 
Girl. Treasure Chest appears 
in the pedigrees of dozens of 
stakes winners, including Ger¬ 
man champion and Breeders’ 
Cup Filly and Mare Turf-Gl- 
placed Catella (Ger); European 
champions Glint of Gold and 
Diamond Shoal (GB) and Irish 
1000 Guineas winner Ensconse. 


SPREEBEE TO STUD IN 
WEST VIRGINIA 


S preebee, a 4-year-old son 
of Forest Wildcat from the 
family of champions Family 
Style and Hold That Tiger and 
classic winner Editor’s Note, will 
stand his first season in 2004 at 
Mares Nest Farm in Shenandoah 
Junction, W.Va. Spreebee’s fee 
has been set at $2,500 live foal, 
payable when the foal stands and 
nurses. He is owned by Maurice 
F. Casey III, DVM. 

Three times second in six 
starts at 3, Spreebee earned 


$10,490 from 10 lifetime starts. 
He is out of the Banquet Table 
mare Mother Cat, whose winners 
include Tune in to the Cat, dam 
of Tour of the Cat ($696,261, 
Richter Scale Breeders’ Cup 
H-G2, etc.) and Cat On Tour 
($125,272, What a Pleasure S- 
G3, etc.). 

Spreebee’s second dam, T. C. 
Kitten (by Tom Cat), produced 
four stakes horses. Her best 
sons were Field Cat, a winner 
of $413,767 who captured the 


Grade 1 PanAmericanHandicap- 
G1 and the Display Handicap- 
G3; and South African Group 2 
winner Springing Leopard, who 
placed in two Group 1 races. 
However, the most illustrious 
of T. C. Kitten’s offspring have 
been her daughters. 

Beware of the Cat (by 
Caveat), won the Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Oaks and was third in the 
Del Mar Debutante Stakes-G2, 
but has been even more remark¬ 
able as a broodmare. She is the 
dam of Belmont Stakes-Gl 
winner Editor’s Note, an earner 
of $1,601,394; Hold That Tiger, 
last year’s champion 2-year-old 
in Europe who has amassed 
$524,235 from nine starts; 
and stakes winners Catnip and 
Catfriend. 

T. C. Kitten’s Grade 1 stakes- 
placed daughter Island Kitty has 


also become a major producer, 
getting Shy Tom ($812,426, 
Baltimore Breeders’ Cup H-G3, 
etc.), top juvenile sire Hennessy 
($580,400, Hopeful S-Gl, etc.), 
Pearl City ($367,097, Ballerina 
H-Gl, etc.) and two other stakes 
horses. 

Other daughters of T. C. 
Kitten to produce top-class run¬ 
ners are unraced Sharp Kitty, 
dam of champion 2-year-old filly 
Family Style ($1,537,118, Frizette 
S-Gl, etc.) and Lost Kitty 
($625,273, Del Mar Futurity- 
Gl, etc.) and the granddam 
of Sovereign Kitty ($458,704, 
Cotillion H-G2, etc.); and win¬ 
ner Careless Kitten, dam of 
Arkadian Hero ($500,060, Mill 
Reef S-G2, etc.).

She 
retired after one season with 
earnings of $432,953. 

Prospectors Delite produced 
three foals by A.P. Indy before 
her death in 2001; her final foal 
was the spectacular Mineshaft. 

A leading contender for 
2003 horse of the year honors, 
4-year-old Mineshaft accounted 
for seven stakes and was sec¬ 
ond twice in nine starts this 
season, topped by his winning 
performances in four Grade 1 
races—the Jockey Club Gold 
Cup, Pimlico Special, Suburban 
Handicap and Woodward Stakes. 
Retired with career earnings 
of $2,283,402, Mineshaft will 
stand his first season at Farish’s 
Lane’s End Farm in Kentucky 
for $100,000. 


The first foal out of Pros¬ 
pectors Delite was her A.P. Indy 
daughter Tomisue’s Delight, 
a $1,207,537-earner who won 
or placed in 12 stakes, eight in 
Grade 1 company, including 
victories in the Grade 1 Personal 
Ensign and Ruffian Handicaps. 
Tomisue’s Delight’s first foal, a 
yearling by Belong to Me, sold 
for $2 million at Keeneland July 
in 2002. 

Rock Slide is a half-brother 
to graded stakes horses Delta

The 5-year-old 
will stand the 2004 season at 
Shamrock Farms in Woodbine 
for $7,500 live foal, payable 
September 1 of the year bred, 
and remains the property of 
his owner/breeders, William S. 
Farish, James A. Elkins and W. 
Temple Webber Jr. 

From 23 lifetime starts, Rock 
Slide won nine races and was 
second or third in eight oth¬ 
ers for earnings of $442,500. 
This summer, the bay captured 
Arlington Park’s Sea O Erin 
Breeders’ Cup Mile Handicap 
on the grass and was second in 


the John D. Schapiro Memorial 
Breeders’ Cup Stakes, conducted 
over a soft turf course at Laurel. 
In six lifetime starts on the grass. 
Rock Slide won three and was 
second once. 

Rock Slide spent most of his 
career on the main track, where 
he notched a victory in Fair 
Grounds’s Tenacious Handicap 
at a mile and a sixteenth after set¬ 
ting all the fractions, and finished 
second in the Grade 3 Turfway 
Park Fall Championship Stakes 
to Crafty Shaw. The confirmed 
frontrunner also shined in a 
seven-furlong allowance at Ellis 
Park, setting fractions of :22.73, 
:45.35, 1:09.93 before stopping 
the clock in 1:22.44. He domi¬ 
nated at Keeneland, capturing 
an allowance by 1044 lengths and 
breaking his maiden by drawing 


S eeking Daylight, the eye¬ 
catching winner of the 2002 
Brooklyn Handicap-G2, 

has been retired and will stand 
his first season under the Mary¬ 
land Stallion Station banner. The 
5-year-old’s stud fee has been 
set at $6,500 live foal, payable 
September 1 of the year bred. 
Owned by a partnership of his 
owner/breeder Edward P. Evans 
and Maryland Stallion Station, 
Seeking Daylight will stand at 


Shamrock Farms in Woodbine, 
Md., in 2004. 

A son of Seeking the Gold, 
Seeking Daylight made seven 
starts over two seasons, winning 
four (by an average margin of 
six lengths) and placing second 
once while earning $244,710. 
The final start of his career was 
an eight and a quarter-length tally 
in the Brooklyn Handicap-G2, in 
which he defeated E Dubai, a 
$920,800-earner who would go 
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on to win the Suburban Handi¬ 
cap-G2 in his next start, Country 
Be Gold, Griffinite, Bowman's 
Band, Free of Love and Invisible 
Ink. 

At 2, Seeking Daylight was 
undefeated in two starts, at 
seven furlongs and one mile in 
allowance company, but was 
then sidelined for more than a 
year after fracturing a cannon 
bone. Trainer Mark Hennig told 
The Blood-Horse, “I think he could 
have made some noise as a 3- 
year-old.” 

In his other victory at 4, 
Seeking Daylight scored by five 
and a quarter lengths while com¬ 
peting over a sloppy track in a 
one-mile allowance at Aqueduct. 

Seeking Daylight is out of 
Play all Day, a daughter of Steady 
Growth who captured the Grade 
3 Mazarine Stakes at Woodbine. 
Play all Day is the dam of three 
other winners—Hedonist, win¬ 
ner of the Santa Anita Oaks- 
G1 and two other races from 
four starts; Coronation Futurity 
winner Zaha; and 2003 graded 
stakes-placed Gold Player. 


Play all Day is from the fam¬ 
ily of a number of distinguished 
Kinghaven Farms-bred runners, 
including Canadian horses of the 
year With Approval and Izvestia, 
back-to-back winners of the 
Canadian Triple Crown. With 
Approval earned $2,863,540, 
won nine stakes and placed in 
such events as the Breeders' Cup 
Turf Stakes-Gl and Arlington 
Million-Gl. Izvestia—out of 
Seeking Daylight's third dam, 
Canadian broodmare of the year 
Shy Spirit—earned $2,702,527 
while winning 10 stakes. 

Shy Spirit produced three 
additional stakes winners— 
$7 7 5,26 7-earner Key Spirit, 
$525,102-earner Introspective 
and Unduplicated, as well as 
Seeking Daylight's stakes-placed 
second dam Playful Spirit. Shy 
Spirit's half-sister Passing Mood 
was also a Canadian broodmare 
of the year. As well as being 
the dam of With Approval, 
Passing Mood is the dam of four 
other stakes winners, including 
Belmont Stakes-Gl winner and 
millionaire Touch Gold.

PERCENTAGE SIRE 


A ccomplished young sire 
Outflanker, who has sired 
an impressive 20 percent 
stakes horses from mnners from 
three modest-sized crops to race, 
is set to stand the 2004 season at 


Shamrock Farms in Woodbine, 
Md. Under the management of 
Maryland Stallion Station, the 
9-year-old son of Danzig out 
of Lassie's Lady, by Alydar, will 
remain the property of a syndi¬ 


cate and be offered for $7,500 
live foal, payable September 1 of 
the year bred. 

Outflanker has sired 11 
stakes horses, including seven in 
his first crop of 34 foals, topped 
by $288,940-earner Regiment, 
the winner of four of eight 
starts, including the Diamond 
“A" USA Stakes, and twice 
graded stakes-placed.

PA-BRED DELLA 
FRANCESCA MAKES 
THE GRADE IN U.S. 



D ella Francesca, a 4-year- 
old Pennsylvania-bred colt 
who ranked among the 
best of his generation in Ireland 
last season, got his first U.S. 
stakes victory when he prevailed 
by a length and a half—defeat¬ 
ing 2002 Breeders' Cup Classic- 
G1 winner Volponi—in the 
Grade 2 Belmont Breeders' Cup 
Handicap on September 13 at 
Belmont Park. 

Volponi, runner-up in each 
of his previous five starts this 
season including the Suburban 
Handicap-G1 (won by Mineshaft) 
and Whitney Handicap-G1 
(Medaglia d'Oro), went off as 
odds-on favorite in the Belmont 
Breeders' Cup, but could not 
withstand the charge of Della 
Francesca, weakening to finish 
third in the mile and an eighth 
turf event 

Della Francesca paid $34.60 
as fifth choice in die field of 
seven. He launched his 4-year- 


old season with a victory in 
allowance company on the turf 
at Gulfstream Park in January, 
but was winless in his next four 
starts, all on turf, leading up to 
the Belmont Breeders' Cup. 

A son of Danzig and the 
stellar broodmare La Affirmed 
(by Affirmed), Della Francesca 
is the latest of many top Mid- 
Atlantic-bred runners bred by 
Elizabeth Moran's Brushwood 
Stable in Malvern, Pa. He cam¬ 
paigned overseas for a partner¬ 
ship consisting of Moran, Susan 
Magnier and Michael Tabor, 
winning the Gallinule Stakes- 
G3 at Leopardstown and plac¬ 
ing in two other group stakes, 
including a third in the Irish 
2000 Guineas-Gl (to Rock of 
Gibraltar-Ire). 

After his sixth-place finish in 
the Irish Derby-Gl won by High 
Chaparral (Ire) in June 2002, 
Della Francesca was brought 
back to the U.S. where he cam¬ 


paigns for a partnership known 
as Ol Memorial Stable that 
includes University of Louisville 
basketball coach Rick Pitino. He 
is trained by Niall O'Callaghan. 

Moran bought Della Fran¬ 
cesca's dam La Affirmed for $1.9 
million, in foal to Storm Cat, at 
the 1996 Keeneland November 
sale. La Affirmed's 1997 Storm 
Cat colt, Bernstein, was sold as a 
weanling by Moran for $925,000 
at the Keeneland November sale, 
and went on to win two Group 3 
stakes in Ireland. 

Della Francesca is the sec¬ 
ond foal Moran has bred from 
La Affirmed. The mare's next 


two foals, both colts by Storm 
Cat, generated huge returns 
for Moran at the Keeneland 
September Yearling sale. La 
Affirmed's 2000 colt, Alajwad, 
brought $5.5 million, and was the 
second most expensive yearling 
sold at auction in North America 
in 2001. He has won once in five 
starts, earning $48,645. The 2001 
colt, Certain Storm, sold for 
$925,000 and is so far unraced. 

La Affirmed has a yearling 
Danzig filly, whom Moran 
intends to keep and race. The 
mare was not bred for 2003, 
but is due to foal to Storm Cat 
in January. 


ROCHESTER GOES 
THE DISTANCE, AND 
THEN SOME 


R elatively few horses run 
in a mile and a half race, 
even once in their lives. 
Rochester, a 7-year-old turf spe¬ 
cialist, has won five stakes, all at 
that daunting distance. 

The latest was the Grade 3

Downs—a race that Rochester 
also won last year. This time, 
Rochester crossed the wire in 
second place, a head behind Art 
Variety (Brz), and was moved 
up to first upon a disqualifica¬ 
tion.

Strawbridge bred from Central 


City (GB), a 1989 daughter of 
Midyan whom he purchased 
privately as a 3-year-old. Herself 
a Group 3 winner in France, 
Central City was also the dam 


of Petronilla, a 1995 Lyphard 
mare who was stakes-placed in 
France. Central City was eutha¬ 
nized in 2000.

DOCENT ran the classic 
distance in 1:54.94, just one- 
fifth off the track record, and 
paid $3.40. 

DOCENT becomes the 
third horse to repeat as 
Classic champion, joining 
Timely Warning (1990 
& 1991) and Algar (1997 


& 1998) as back-to-back 
winners of the race.The 
gelding is also the fourth 
horse in the history of the 
Maryland Million to win three 
times. Countus In, Mz. Zill 
Bear and Safely Kept are 
the others. Docent finished 
first in the Sweepstakes as a 
three-year old in 2001.

10 YEARS AGO 


The cover photograph 
showed Greentree Stable's han¬ 
dicap champion Tom Fool being 
led back from a track record¬ 
setting victory in the Pimlico 
Special—his 10th win in 10 
starts that season. 

So overwhelming was Tom 
Fool's favoritism that only 
two other horses—Hampton 
Stable's Alerted and E.P. Taylor's 
Navy Page—accompanied him 
to the post, and track manage¬ 
ment made the race a wagerless 
exhibition. 

The son of Menow—Gaga, 
by *Bull Dog, having nothing 
to beat but the track record, 
covered the mile and three-six¬ 
teenths in 1:55%, a fifth of a 
second faster than the mark set 
by another Gre entree runner, 
Capot, in the 1949 Preakness. 

I Baltimore native Sam Boul- 
metis piloted Joseph Gaveg- 
nano's Errard King to an 
unexpectedly easy triumph 
in the Pimlico Futurity. Pre- 


I Maryland's senior Senator 
Charles McC. Mathias Jr. was 
credited with a key role in the 
legislation that came to be known 
as the Interstate Horseracing Act 
of 1978. 

The bill (S. 1185) originally 
called for total prohibition of 
interstate off-track betting, but 
Sen. Mathias successfully offered 
an amendment that provided for 
limited interstate OTB, subject 
to approval by horsemen's 
groups, race tracks and states. 
Ultimately signed into law by 
President Jimmy Carter, the bill 
was supported by virtually all 
segments of the racing industry. 

I Northern Jove, a son of 
Northern Dancer standing at 
Edgar M. Lucas's Helmore 
Farm in Woodbine, Md., had 
become a hot property thanks 
to his daughter Candy Eclair. 
Undefeated in five starts, her 
three stakes wins including the 
rich Selima Stakes at Laurel, the 
filly from Northern Jove's second 
crop would rank as co-champion 
2-year-old filly of 1978 (in a tie 
with It's in the Air). 


race excitement centered 
around Mrs. M.E. Whitney's 
Porterhouse, a Virginia-bred 
son of ^Endeavour II who has 
just scored a convincing vic¬ 
tory in the Belmont Futurity. 
Porterhouse reared at the break 
before the Pimlico event and 
wrenched his back, forcing him 
to the sidelines for the rest of 
the season. 

I Six months after Native 
Dancer's famous defeat in 
the Kentucky Derby, the 
hard-knocking Maryland-bred 
Find became a Derby win¬ 
ner for owner/breeder Alfred 
G. Vanderbilt. Find, a son of 
Discovery, won the Ohio Derby 
in track record time. 

I Pimlico announced its inten¬ 
tion to proceed with a $2.5 
million improvement plan that 
called for a new clubhouse 
and section of grandstand and 
replacement of all the old wood 
barns with concrete, steel and 
aluminum fireproof structures. 


I Despite achieving the second 
highest average in its 18-year his¬ 
tory, the Eastern Fall sales failed 
to keep up with the burgeoning 
national market. A total of 144 
yearlings sold for an average of 
$9,640, a 4.6 percent decline 
from the previous year's record 
average of $10,107. 

The disappointing results 
could be partially explained by 
the absence of E.P. Taylor's 
Windfields Farm, which had 
been the sale's leading consignor 
in six of the past seven years. 

I Angela (Sis) Tammaro Price, 
a hard-working, if lower-profile, 
member of an illustrious rac¬ 
ing family, was basking in the 
limelight along with her first 
good horse—stakes-placed Wm. 
Withers. 

“Everybody thinks I'm crazy 
for not selling him, but I've spent 
a lifetime trying to find a horse 
like this," said Price, who rou¬ 
tinely supplemented her training 
income by ponying horses to 
the post in the afternoons. Her 
late brother John Tammaro Jr. 
ranked among Maryland's lead¬ 
ing trainers. 


I The Maryland Million, in 
its eighth running, showcased 
the training skills of long¬ 
time Maryland veteran Ron 
Cartwright, who saddled three 
winners: Gayquare, Mz. Zill 
Bear and Classic hero Forry 
Cow How. 

“It was the biggest day in 
my entire career. I've had three 
winners in one day before—but 
never three stakes with so much 
money," said Cartwright. 

I Rarely have Mid-Atlantic- 
breds had a more glorious 
showing than the weekend of 
August 21 and 22, 1993, when 
homebreds from Paul Mellon's 
Rokeby Farm near Middleburg, 
Va., won back-to-back Grade 1 
stakes at Saratoga. 

Sea Hero, who earlier in the 
year carried Mellon's colors to 
victory in the Kentucky Derby, 
won the $l,000,000-guaranteed 
Travers Stakes-Gl, and the next 
day You'd Be Surprised captured 
the $150,000 John A. Morris 
Handicap-Gl. Both runners 
were trained by Mack Miller. 

I The Casey clan—father James 
W. and sons James M. and John 
—reigned supreme in the West 
Virginia Breeders Classics, win¬ 
ning the featured Classic for the 
fifth year in a row. 

John A. Casey's Coin 
Collector (by home stallion 
Weshaam) starred in the latest 
renewal, holding off a strong late 
challenge from Noble's Honey 
to score by a neck. It was a vir¬ 
tual repeat of Coin Collector's 
1992 performance, and followed 


similar achievements by Taylor 
Mountain (1989 and '90) and 
Nice Ainit (1991). 

I The Virginia Racing Com¬ 
mission, “seeking to spur action 
after years of talk," imposed an 
October 1 deadline for applica¬ 
tions for a license to operate the 
commonwealth's first parimu¬ 
tuel track. Six applications were 
received by the deadline. 

I Average at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall Yearling 
sale increased 5.9 percent, with 
128 horses selling for a gross of 
$1,707,500 (average $13,340). 

“Developing a true regional 
market has been one of our 
major goals for the past few 
years. With this sale came the 
feeling that we have succeeded 
at that," said Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic executive vice-presi¬ 
dent Mason Grasty. 

Pennsylvania-bred Dusty 
Screen capped a remarkable six- 
race win streak with a 14-length 
victory in the Grade 3 Salvator 
Mile at Monmouth Park. 

The hard-hitting son of 
Silent Screen—Azulejos, by 
Buckfinder, who campaigned for 
owner Daniel Ljoka and trainer 
John Pregman, was nearing the 
$300,000-mark in earnings. 

I Litde Bold John, Maryland's 
“blue-collar hero," officially 
retired from racing at age 11. 

During his nine-year career, 
Little Bold John made 105 starts, 
won 38 races (25 stakes) and 
earned $1,956,405.

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NTRA Legislative Update 

30 Percent Withholding Bill 

The NTRA’s bill to eliminate the 30 percent withholding on winning wagers made by foreign 
bettors was passed on October 1 by the Senate Finance Committee. The bill was attached to 
the Foreign Earnings Tax Credit Bill through the efforts of Senators Jim Bunning (R-KY) and 
Blanche Lincoln (D-AR). The Tax Credit Bill now moves to the full Senate for consideration. 
A companion bill is pending before the House Ways and Means Committee. Elimination of 
the 30 percent withholding tax will facilitate the opening of the $85 billion international pari¬ 
mutuel wagering market to U.S. racing and help to increase both handle and purses. 

Internet Gaming 

The Unlawful Internet Gambling Funding Prohibition Act (H.R. 2143), which passed the 
House in June, has moved to the Senate. The current version of the Senate bill (S. 627) spe¬ 
cifically exempts pari-mutuel horseracing from the bill’s prohibitions. The Senate has chosen 
to go with a more targeted approach - dealing with each specific form of gaming - as opposed 
to the House bill, which included a broad exception for “lawful transactions with a business li¬ 
censed or authorized by a State.” The Senate Banking Committee unanimously passed the bill 
on July 31 and it will now go before the full Senate for consideration. The Senate bill is being 
closely scrutinized by all gaming entities (e.g., Native American gaming interests, casinos, lot¬ 
teries, etc.) and it is not clear whether sufficient support for the bill exists in the full Senate.

The statistics and com¬ 
ments on these pages illus¬ 
trate trends and changes in 
Maryland's breeding industry 
in the last two decades. The 
information seems especially 
timely in light of recent and 
anticipated changes in our 
neighboring states. I challenge 
each of you to study this im¬ 
portant information with both 
eyes open. How can anyone 
ignore what's going on? 

Collectively, our inven¬ 
tory is shrinking dramati¬ 
cally, demand for our product 
is down, and our base of 
owners/investors is decreas¬ 
ing. These are warning signs 
that we cannot ignore. 

I'm sure there are people 
who will try to use this in¬ 
formation to support their 
contention that racing and 
breeding Thoroughbreds is a 
dying industry in Maryland. 
I'm here to say that notion is 
sheer nonsense. To those who 
disagree, I would point to rac¬ 
ing at Delaware Park, racing 
and breeding in West Vir¬ 
ginia, purses for state-breds 
in New Jersey, breeding in¬ 
centives in Pennsylvania, and 
racing in Virginia as examples 
of how quickly the "dying" 
Thoroughbred industry can 
bounce back. It's all about ac¬ 
tion rather than inaction. Note 


that every state surrounding 
Maryland has accomplished 
significant gains in some 
aspect of the Thoroughbred 
industry in the past few years. 


In each case, state leaders 
have come to realize the sig¬ 
nificance of the horse industry 
to their state's economy. And, 
in each case they have found

ways to promote the growth 
and development of the Thor¬ 
oughbred industry within 
their state. 

To further address the dy¬ 
ing sport concept, let's look at 
another type of racing. One of 
my uncles owned a half-mile 
stock car race track back in 
the 1950s and '60s. Stock car 
racing was a major Saturday 
night event for the drivers, 
their families and a few die¬ 
hard fans. For anyone else, 
it wasn't really a sport and 


certainly not one with a "real" 
future. So what happened? 
Through a tremendously suc¬ 
cessful publicity campaign, 
the old stock car racing is now 
NASCAR. This good old boy 
sport is now mainstream, the 
drivers are public idols and 
the races are continually sold 
out. Stock car races have be¬ 
come events and people can't 
wait for the next "event" to 
come their way. 

I think the horse industry 
can learn a lot from NAS- 


CAR's success. The majority 
of fans attending a NASCAR 
event are probably not hard¬ 
core car racing fans. They 
would never dream of going 
to my uncle's stock car track 
on a hot Saturday night in Au¬ 
gust. These people are fans of 
the "event." They come on Fri¬ 
day night and they stay until 
Sunday. They enjoy the entire 
event rather than just the race 
itself. It is entertainment rath¬ 
er than simply competition. 
But, the effect of NASCAR's 
success doesn't end with the 
big events. Every weekend in 
countless locations across the 
country, car racing is alive and 
thriving. People just love to be 
involved. Entire families will 
work on "their" car. The local 
roofer and plumber and car 
dealer will own or sponsor a 
car. They love the competition 
and they love the camarade¬ 
rie. 

So what's the point? How 
does all this apply to our 
struggling breeding industry 
in Maryland? First, plain and 
simple, we need money for 
every segment of the indus¬ 
try. Both purses and facilities 
must improve before people 
are going to want to race in 
Maryland. Breeder's incentive 
awards must improve before 


people want to raise and/or 
buy Maryland-bred horses. 
We must convince our legis¬ 
lators that this money (from 
slots legislation or elsewhere) 
is an investment in a signifi¬ 
cant industry, and not a hand¬ 
out to a few individuals. 

Our surrounding states 
have seen the wisdom of 
investing in the horse indus¬ 
try; we need to convince our 
own leaders to do the same. 
Second, we have to "sell" 
ourselves to the public. What 
other entertainment industry 
has done such a terrible job 
of self-promotion? We have to 
create events that people want 
to be involved with. We have 
to make owning Thorough¬ 
breds an enjoyable experience 
(as well as potentially profit¬ 
able). 

On a personal note, I once 
gave my neighbor part of a 
2-year-old in appreciation for 
all the kind things she had 
done for my family over the 
years. We later sold the horse, 
Warrenpeace, for a very mod¬ 
est profit. He won the starter 
handicap on Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Day, 1997. My neighbor, 
who has since passed away, 
went on to buy stallion shares 
and own race horses here in 
Maryland until shortly before 




























































































she died. All because she had 
a chance to become involved. 

As I'm writing about my 
neighbor, another example 
comes to mind. About 30 
years ago, when I was coach¬ 
ing at Washington College, 
I took a few students to the 
race track to watch some 
horses work one morning. 
Twenty-five years later one 
of those students called and 
said he never forgot the expe¬ 
rience and he wanted to get 
involved. Today he has own¬ 
ership in several broodmares 
and race horses who stay in 
Maryland year-round. All be¬ 
cause someone asked him to 
go to the track one morning. 

Finally, we must all be 
willing to "put our money 
where our mouth is," so to 
speak. Buy a share in another 
Maryland stallion. Keep your 
mare here to foal. Sell one 
of your better foals at Timo- 
nium. Host a school group at 
your farm. Get a partner in a 
race horse. Hold the line on 
stud fees. 

I consider the informa¬ 
tion presented here to be a 
wake-up call for the state—a 
call to arms for the industry. 
We are important as taxpay¬ 
ers, guardians of the land. 


and purchasers of enormous 
amounts of goods and ser¬ 
vices. Do your part to spread 
the word and get new people 
involved. You never know 
what will happen... 

Comments 

William K. Boniface, man¬ 
ages the breeding operation 
at his family's Bonita Farm in 
Darlington: 

"When I first started man¬ 
aging the farm's stallions and 
broodmares, which was in 
1983, Bonita had several cli¬ 
ents with a lot of mares—10 to 
15 each. That has completely 
changed. Now we seldom 
have a client with more than

four mares, and the majority 
own two or three. 

"People have become a lot 
more cautious, and conserva¬ 
tive. Instead of breeding five 
mares to one stallion, theyTl 
breed one, and see how that 
turns out. 

"We used to foal 75 to 100 
mares a year when I started, 
and now if we foal 50 we're 
doing pretty well. 

"Back in 1983, Maryland 
was the only state in the re¬ 
gion with a strong incentive 
program. If someone was 
going to breed in the Mid-At¬ 
lantic region, there were defi¬ 
nite advantages to breeding 
to a Maryland stallion. Now 
the states all around us have 
incentive programs, so it's be¬ 
come really competitive. 

"We've had to become a lot 
more creative in our advertis¬ 
ing and marketing. It's a lot 
different from the way it used 
to be when Maryland was the 


only game in town, as far as 
the Mid-Atlantic region." 

Hal C.B. Clagett, long-promi¬ 
nent breeder(owner and Upper 
Marlboro attorney , drafted 
the legislation that led to the 
creation of the Maryland-bred 
Fund program in 1962: 

"Forty years ago, the 
Maryland Fund lifted Mary¬ 
land racing by its bootstraps, 
but the industry is now in a 
degree of depression compa¬ 
rable to 1962. As other factors 
came into play, the racing 
industry lost its ability to 
compete. Other sports—foot¬ 
ball, baseball, basketball, la¬ 
crosse—have been promoted 
and subsidized by the state, 
to the great detriment of rac¬ 
ing. And of course the advent 
of slot machines in surround¬ 
ing states has worsened the 
situation considerably. Our 
revenue has been siphoned off 
in all directions. 


"It's much harder to make 
a go of breeding horses than 
it was 20 years ago. Every¬ 
thing is more expensive, and 
purses have not kept up. It's 
amazing we've held our own 
as well as we have. 

"The advent of slot ma¬ 
chines has revised the tra¬ 
ditional ways of thinking to 
meet the competition. There 
is a degree of acceptance, 
relatively speaking, of gam¬ 
bling; the goal must be to try 
to secure the best and most 
beneficial use of income from 
gambling." 

Jerry Calhoun, proprietor 
with his wife Laurie Calhoun 
of Summer Wind Farm in Lib¬ 
erty to7on: 

"When we started the 
farm 17 years ago we sent no 
mares to Kentucky, or any 
other state for that matter. 
All of the mares boarded here 
were bred to Maryland stal¬ 
lions, and all of the foaling 
was done here. That was the 
case until 1996 or 1997. It has 
changed in the last six or sev¬ 
en years to the point where 
two-thirds of our year-round 
boarders are covered by stal¬ 
lions in other states; some of 
them also foal elsewhere. We 
have clients whose mares 
foal in New York and remain 
there long enough to meet the 
requirements for registration 
as New York-breds; the same 
thing happens with West Vir¬ 
ginia. Then they come back to 
us. It's a rotating thing. 

"In 2002, 23 of the 28 
mares who are based at this 
farm went to Kentucky to be 
bred. In 2003, it was 19 of 28, 
but the only reason for the 
drop was that a number of 
clients wanted to breed their 
mares to Partner's Hero—not 
because the Maryland pro¬ 
gram had gotten better. 

"Almost all of our clients 
are Marylanders, and they 
race here, but they do want 
other options. There is little 
incentive for people to breed 
mares in this state. The Mary¬ 
land Fund program hasn't 
kept up with other states. 
We are fortunate to have as 
loyal a client base as we do, 
but how long that loyalty will 
continue remains to be seen." 


Mike Pons, business manager 
of family-owned Country Life 
Farm in Bel Air: 

"What's important is the 
future. We just lost two major 
stallions [with the death of 
longtime leading Maryland 
sire Allen's Prospect and the 
transfer of up and coming 
young sire Malibu Moon to 
Kentucky]. We could do one of 
two things—roll up our tents, 
or come back for more. We're 
coming back for more. 

"One of the things that 
Maryland has, and other states 
in this region do not, are the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic auc¬ 
tion sales at Timonium. The 
auctions are a golden nugget. 
They sell about $40 million 
worth of horses every year and 
generate probably $200 million 
in business, when you factor in 
the contacts that people make 
there with other people in the 
horse business, and all of the 
restaurant and hotel expendi¬ 
tures and related items. 

"Maryland is the perfect 
location for horse auctions, 
but the sales pavilion is in des¬ 
perate need of improvement. 
It would be a terrible loss to 
Maryland if the sales were to 
move elsewhere." 

Randy Cohen, proprietor of 
Hickory Plains Farm in Mon¬ 
rovia: 

"Ours is primarily a breed- 
to-race operation. We're still 
foaling plenty of mares here, 
but not as many as we did sev¬ 
eral years ago. 

"The trend in Maryland 
has been to continue to deplete 
the profitability of racing. Ten 
years ago, a maiden special 
weight race in Maryland had 
a purse of $25,000. Today that 
same race is worth $25,000 
to $26,000 and my costs have 
more than doubled, both on 
the farm and on the race track. 

"A lot of business is going 
to other states—people are 
breeding and foaling their 
mares elsewhere because the 
breeder's bonuses make it ad¬ 
vantageous to do so. 

"Increasing the purses at 
Maryland tracks, and bring¬ 
ing in more horses, won't get 
more state-bred horses. There 
have to be more incentives

for Maryland-breds, to make 
Maryland-breds worth more." 

Jennifer Carter, manager of 
family-owned Way mar Feed 
and Grain Inc . in Glenn Dale: 

"WeVe lost three large 
accounts in the past year— 
people who left to go where 
the slots are. These people 
didn't want to leave; to make 
money, the owners had to go 
elsewhere. Others are saying 
they're going to leave. 

"The feed business is 
very competitive, and it's a 
volume-based business with 
a small margin. There's no 
question our business is suf¬ 
fering. 

"We serve Laurel, Bowie, 
Rosecroft, and farms in the 
area. When we lose a large ac¬ 
count, it's hard to replace; we 
may pick up some stables that 
have two or three horses, but 
the large accounts are what 
keep us going." 

Frank P. Wright, proprietor 
with his wife Virginia of 
Huntingfields farm in Hamp¬ 
stead: 

"We have always been a 
breed-to-race operation, most¬ 
ly. This year we are thinking 
about selling [some home- 
breds]. The way things are 
today, you can't breed to race 
and make any money—you've 
got to sell some of your better 
yearlings to get some cash. 

"All of our expenses, every¬ 
thing, are going up and up, yet 
we're running for less money 


than years ago. Insurance 
costs have risen, transporta¬ 
tion, feed, help. . . Veterinary 
costs have gone out of sight. 
We try very hard to keep costs 
down. We do most of the haul¬ 
ing of horses ourselves, and I 
work on the farm seven days 
a week. Still, it's very hard to 
end up in the black at the end 
of the year; some years we 
don't." 

Eugene Wayson, farrier at 
Maryland tracks for the past 
40 years: 

"I work for a lot of small 
outfits, because I like it better 
that way. A lot of them seem to 
be struggling more than they 
used to, and some of them are 
going out of business. 

"My prices have gone up 
25 to 30 percent in the last 
10 years, and they've had to, 
because my expenses have 
gone up even more than that. 
A few years ago you could 
buy the kind of truck I use for 
$10,000—now it costs $25,000. 
The cost of everything has 
gone up. 

"My business is good, and 
I stay steady all the time with 
regular people. But right now 
a lot of my people are having 
a hard time getting stalls at 
the tracks—that's a separate 
issue, but not really, because 
it's all connected. If racing is 
good, the tracks can afford to 
provide more stabling, and 
the small-time outfits who 
may breed and race a few 
horses have a place to go."

What was trainer Barclay 
Tagg thinking when he start¬ 
ed Allaire duPont's homebred 
Conservation in the Grade 1 
Fountain of Youth Stakes last 
February? The Triple Crown, 
no doubt, figured in his de¬ 
signs. 

Conservation did not 
do much in the Fountain of 
Youth. And Tagg, of course. 


went on to win the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness with an¬ 
other gelding. Funny Cide. 

But if Tagg, a former Mary¬ 
land trainer, had won those 
classics with a Maryland- 
bred. .. well, it's intriguing to 
consider. 

Tagg finally brought Con¬ 
servation to Maryland, months 
after the Preakness, for the 
Humphrey S. Finney Stakes 
against Maryland-breds on 
September 13, and came away 
with another popular victory. 

Conservation carried du¬ 
Pont's Bohemia Stable colors 
to a three-length score in the 
Finney, which was moved 
off the turf and run over a 
sloppy track. The beaten field 
consisted of (in order of fin¬ 
ish) Cheverly Gold, odds-on 
favorite Foufa's Warrior, 
Potomac Falls and Tribulator. 
Final time was 1:51.78 for the 
mile and an eighth.

Conservation, the first 
stakes winner for his sire 
Tamayaz, who previously 
stood at Northview Stallion 
Station, is a fourth-genera¬ 
tion homebred from Allaire 
duPont's Woodstock Farm in 
Chesapeake City, Md. 

DuPont, one of the state's 
most revered breeders of the 
last half-century, has been 
celebrating stakes successes 
with the family since she pur¬ 
chased Thirty Years (by Bold 
Hour) as a foal in 1973 from 
William G. Helis Jr. Thirty 
Years went on to win graded 
stakes in duPont's gray and 
yellow colors, capturing the 
Little Silver Handicap-G3 and 
earning $49,786. 

Thirty Years's daughter 
Thirty Flags (by Hoist the 
Flag) won or placed in nine 
stakes, including a third in 
the Grade 1 Acorn, and pro¬ 
duced three stakes winners, 
the most notable being Dixie 
Flag, a multiple graded stakes 
winner of $556,384 and 1997 
champion Maryland-bred 3- 
year-old filly. 

Thirty Flags's stakes-placed 
half-sister Fair Rosalind (by 
Exclusive Native) produced 
multiple stakes winners 
Crowned ($605,323, Delaware 
H-G2, etc.) and Betty Lobelia 
($463,512, Miss Grillo S-G3, 
Nijana S-G3, etc.). Crowned, 
the champion Maryland-bred 
2-year-old filly of 1989, added 
luster as the dam of 1999 
Maryland-bred horse of the 
year Best of Luck ($616,790). 

Conservation's dam Don- 
nan's Holly (by Dixieland 


Band) and granddam Thirty 
Crowns (by Chief's Crown— 
Thirty Flags) both were un¬ 
raced. 

Donnan's Holly produced 
Conservation as her first foal. 
She has a 2-year-old Two 
Punch filly. Two Hollys, who 
is so far unraced, a yearling 
filly by Pioneering, and a 
weanling filly by Two Punch. 
She is in foal for 2004 to Two 
Punch.

Howard and Sondra 
Bender, Maryland's super¬ 
successful leading breeders in 
2002 and '03, were just getting 
into the racing business when 
they claimed a 2-year-old filly 
named Nashoba (by Super- 
bity) for $50,000 at Calder in 
November 1984. 

It would turn out to be one 
of their many wise moves. 


Nashoba earned only 
$51,544 on the track, winning 
or placing in nine of 24 starts, 
but she produced two stakes 
horses—Don's Sho ($176,497) 
and Nashly ($103,215)—be¬ 
fore the Benders sold her, in 
foal to King's Nest, for $2,500 
at the 1991 Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
lantic December Mixed sale. 

Now Nashoba's 5-year-old 
granddaughter Cruise Along 
(by Runaway Groom—Nash¬ 
ly, by Island Whirl) is helping 
to carry the banner for the 
Bender stable. 

Cruise Along easily defeat¬ 
ed a field of Maryland-bred 
rivals in the All Brandy Stakes 
at Pimlico on September 6. 
Rated behind the early pace, 
she was taken to the outside in 
upper stretch by rider Horatio 
Karamanos, and drew clear 
for length and a half score over 
2002 Maryland-bred 2-year- 
old filly champion Coquettish. 
Leebearski vied for runner-up 
status, missing by only a nose. 
Then, in order of finish, came 
A Queen's Smile, Shiny Sheet, 
Supposedly, True Sensation, 
Arab Miss, Guillotine and 
Deck Game. Co-highweighted 
at 119 pounds (giving two 
pounds to Coquettish), Cruise 
Along completed the mile and 
an eighth turf event in 1:51.39. 

"She's tough when she has 
her way, and this time every¬ 
thing went her way," said 
the Benders' longtime trainer 
Larry Murray. "Cruise Along 
runs strictly on the turf, and 
this has been a bad year for 
grass. She doesn't like to be on 
the inside, but once Horatio 
took her to the outside, it was 
clear sailing." 

Cruise Along had already 
proven herself in stakes 
company, winning the 2001 
Navajo Princess Stakes at 
Meadowlands, and the 2002 
Twixtslusive Stakes at Dela¬ 
ware Park. She was third in 
last year's All Brandy Stakes. 

But her 2003 campaign 
was lackluster until the All 
Brandy. In three starts she had 
failed to hit the board, finish¬ 
ing out of the money in the 
All Along Breeders' Cup and 
Matchmaker Handicap (both 
Grade 3). 

Cruise Along may be re¬ 
tired after this season to join 


her dam Nashly at the Bend¬ 
ers' Glade Valley Farms in 
Frederick, Md. "We'll have to 
see," said Murray, who also 
oversees the Benders' breed¬ 
ing operation. "She's very 
sound, and she's fun to have 
in training because she really 
tries." 

Nashly, 14, produced Cruise 
Along as her third foal. She has 
a yearling colt by You and I, 
a weanling colt by Cherokee 
Run, and is in foal for 2004 to 
Runaway Groom.

Full Brush has won or 
placed in a dozen stakes, 
earning $407,382—so it isn't 
entirely fair to call him a "Ti¬ 
monium" performer. 

But Timonium's eight-day 
summer meeting, the last ves¬ 
tige of Maryland's minor track 
circuit, is where the 8-year- 
old Broad Brush gelding has 
made his boldest marks. 

Timonium's Taking Risks 
Stakes on September 1 fea¬ 
tured a dominating perfor¬ 
mance by Full Brush, who 
rallied wide on the final turn 
and drew off to score by three 
and a quarter lengths. He 
was winning the race for the 
second year in a row, and was 
the oldest runner in the eight- 
horse field of Maryland-breds. 
Full Brush defeated, in order 
of finish: Quick Punch, Agga- 
dan, Acrolect, Trade Marker, 
Quiet Gratitude, Cheverly 
Gold and Thunder Quest, in

a highly creditable time of 
1:43.93 for the mile and a six¬ 
teenth. 

Although his exploits have 
furthered the remarkable 
streak of leading Maryland 
breeders Howard and Sondra 
Bender—he is one of seven 
stakes winners to represent 
the Benders as breeders this 
season—Full Brush is one 
of the few Bender-bred stars 
who does not race in his 
breeders' colors. He competed 
for the Benders until March 1, 
2002, when the owner/ trainer 
duo of Morris Bailey and Ed¬ 
die Gaudet claimed him for 
$50,000 at Aqueduct. 

Stakes-placed for the Bend¬ 
ers and their trainer Larry 
Murray, Full Brush won one 
stakes (the Taking Risks) and 
placed in six others, including 
the Grade 3 Baltimore Breed¬ 
ers' Cup Handicap, while 
campaigned by Bailey and 
Gaudet. 

His current owner and 
trainer Mike Gill and Mark 
Shuman haltered him for 
$50,000 on June 29 at Mon¬ 
mouth. The Taking Risks was 
Full Brush's second start for 
Gill and Shuman, following a 
fifth-place finish (beaten three 
and three-quarters lengths by 
his half-brother Certantee) in 
the Find Handicap at Laurel 
on August 22. 

Full Brush is one of five 
stakes winners bred by the 
Benders from the Storm Bird 
mare Foufa, whom they pur¬ 
chased, in foal to A1 Mamoon, 
for $90,000 at the 1989 Keene- 
land January sale. Three of 


Foufa's offspring have won 
stakes in 2003, with the oth¬ 
ers being Foufa's Warrior 
($331,608, Kent Breeders' Cup 
S-G3-ncr, etc.) and Certantee 
($273,160). Foufa is also the 
dam of stakes winners Mary¬ 
land Moon ($420,174) and 
Media Access ($202,042). 

Still a member of the brood¬ 
mare band at the Benders' 
Glade Valley Farms in Fred¬ 
erick, Md., Foufa has a 2-year- 
old colt by Grand Slam named 
Finally Home, and a yearling 
filly by Jade Hunter. She 
aborted a 2003 Jade Hunter 
foal late in her pregnancy and 
failed to conceive when bred 
back to Carson City.

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Senator Dominic Pileggi understands 
value of Thoroughbred industry 



One need not 
spend long nights in 
the foaling barn, or 
fleeting moments in 
the winner's circle, to 
understand the impor¬ 
tance of Thoroughbred 
breeding and racing. 

"The Thorough¬ 
bred industry is very 
important for this area 
for a number of rea¬ 
sons," says State Sena¬ 
tor Dominic F. Pileggi, 
representing the 9th 
Senatorial District that 
includes parts of Ches¬ 
ter and Delaware 
Counties. 

Sen. Pileggi's exper¬ 
ience with horses has 
been minimal, but he 
is well aware that the 
many Thoroughbred 
owners and breeders 
within his district "not 
only employ people, 
and have a positive 
impact on the econo¬ 
my, but also keep land 
open that otherwise 
would likely be sub¬ 
jected to residential 
development. 

"There is also a tie-in between breeding and own¬ 
ing horses and mushroom farmers in southern Chester 
County," noted Sen. Pileggi. "It's a mutually beneficial 
arrangement." 

Sen. Pileggi strongly favors slots at race tracks, 
as a means of bolstering the horse industry, and eas¬ 
ing property taxes. When, and if, slot machines come 
to Pennsylvania tracks, a major portion of the revenue 
is expected to go to public education funding-which 
now is dependent on property taxes. 


All of these issues converge within Sen. Pileggi's 
district, which also could be home to a new (harness) 
race track, Chester Downs. 

"Everyone agrees that something must be done 
about property taxes," said Sen. Pileggi in late Septem¬ 
ber. "I'm optimistic that an agreement can be reached 
in the near future that will allow this to happen." 

Sen. Pileggi does not envision slots at locations 
other than race tracks. "Not that it can't be done," he 
said. "But race tracks have existed in Pennsylvania for 
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a long time. Adding to those sites simply increases the 
options for people who already go there to gamble. 
Along with that, you would be strengthening an indus¬ 
try [horse racing and breeding] that is feeling a lot of 
competitive pressure from other states." 

Sen. Pileggi became a member of the state legis¬ 
lature on October 1, 2002, when he won a special elec¬ 
tion to fill the seat of late Sen. Clarence D. Bell. Prior to 
that, he served four years as mayor of the City of 
Chester. 

A lifelong resident of the City of Chester, 

Sen. Pileggi launched his career in public service 
as a director for the Chester-Upland School Dis¬ 
trict (1992 to '93) and City Councilman (1994 to 
'98). During his years on the City Council he held 
posts as Director of Public Safety (1994 to '96) 
and Director of Finance (1996 to '98). 

Since 1982, Sen Pileggi has practiced law 
as a partner with his father in the firm Pileggi 
and Pileggi, located in Ridley Township (Dela¬ 
ware County). He earned his J.D. degree from 
the Villanova School of Law, and has a B.A. in 
economics from St. Joseph University, where he 
received a Presidential Scholarship. 

Long active within the community, Sen. 

Pileggi serves as president of the board of direc¬ 
tors of the J. Lewis Crozer Library, and is a mem¬ 
ber of the board of advisors for the Chester Sal¬ 
vation Army, board of directors for the Delaware 
County Industrial Development Corporation, and 
member and past president of the Rotary Club 
of Chester. He also serves as chairman of the 
executive committee of the Republican Party of 
Chester. 

His numerous honors include Rotarian of 
the Year 1995 (Chester); Chester Business and 
Professional Association Man of the Year 1997; 


Christopher Columbus Association Person of the Year 
1998; Prince Hall Masonic Lodge (#58) Civic Achieve¬ 
ment Award 2001; T.M. Thomas Achievement Award 
2001; and the Widener University Reverend Jesse F. 
Anderson Award 2002. 

Sen. Pileggi and his wife Diana have three chil¬ 
dren: Elisa, 16; Gabrielle, 15; and Michael, 13.

FOURTEEN PENNSYLVANIA-BRED 
REGISTRATIONS PERMANENTLY RESCINDED 

The Pennsylvania State Horse Racing Commission has finalized an earlier order 
dated May 1, 2003, which had temporarily suspended PA-Bred registration status of 
fourteen (14) foals of 2001. Effective July 1, 2003, per order of the Commission, these 
registrations have been permanently revoked. 

Registration for all these foals had been applied for on December 5, 2001, by 
breeder Dr. Sandra Willwerth, Deja vu Farm, Gainesville, VA. 

Dr. Willwerth attested via the registration forms that each of the 14 foals or their 
dams had met the 90-day in-state requirement during their year of foaling, and thus, 
were eligible for PA-Bred registration. 

Acting on an official complaint, an investigation was conducted for the Commission 
by PA Horse Breeders Association. The conclusion of the investigation, which provided 
the basis for this ruling, was the eligibility requirements had not been met.

NewJerseyThoroughbred Festival 


T he inaugural New Jersey Thoroughbred 

Festival had been a long time coming for New 
Jersey breeders and owners. But on September 
20 at Monmouth Park, the state’s breeding and 
racing program was in the spotlight for all the 
country to see. 

A crowd of 9,161, the largest ever at Monmouth 
in September, turned out to watch and support the 
11 -race card for horses foaled in the Garden State. 
The total handle of over $3.4 million compared 
favorably with any day at the 2003 Monmouth Park 
meet and ensured that the New Jersey Thoroughbred 
Festival will become a mainstay for years to come. 

"Everything’s worked just the way we hoped,” said

It was only appropriate that the Sleeter 
family have a big day at the inaugural New Jersey 
Thoroughbred Festival.

S outh Carolina is a key element 
to the National Steeplechase 
Association circuit. The state 
hosts five steeplechase race 
meets with a sixth in the 
works. The Carolina Cup (held the 
last Saturday in March in Camden) 
was established in 1930, and is 
hailed as South Carolina’s largest 
sporting/social event. An annual 
rite of spring in the state’s oldest 
inland town, ‘the Cup’ heralds a 
new racing season and draws fans to 
mingle in a sea of fashions, sumptuous 
tailgate picnics and thrilling sport.

Established in 1970 as part of 
the state’s tricentennial celebration, 
the Colonial Cup is a memorial to 
the founder of the eminent race meet 
and benefactress of the course, Marion 
duPont Scott. It is a family day in 
the country offering the thrill of 
steeplechase horse racing and a host 
of other activities to enchant children 
and adults alike. 

There is an entire weekend of 
activities surrounding this year’s 
Colonial Cup and visitors are 
welcome to all events. The National 
Steeplechase Museum and Springdale 
Race Course viewing stand are 


free and will be open to the public 
all weekend. Gates open at 9 a.m. 
on race day. This year’s event will 
combine fine steeplechasing with die 
sumptuous delights provided by the 
Ultimate Chef Challenge and Wine 
Tasting, with South Carolina’s top 
restaurant chefs competing head- 
to-head for the title of the state’s 
‘ultimate chef.’ The Colonial Cup 
will also feature a shopping mecca 
of boutiques at the Paddock Shops 
village, plus infield activities including 
Jack Russell terrier trials, lure coursing 
sight hound trials, a petting zoo, pony 
rides, pony cart rides and mule/horse 
demonstrations. Fun for the whole 
family. 

The Colonial Cup Races are 
sponsored by Carolina First presenting 
the $100,000 Marion duPont Scott 
Colonial Cup, Carolina Ford Dealers, 
HSSRentX andWIS TV.
